You see, my salary 
la £4600, my secretary a s about $1800, e? es traveling expen- 

see in this country. 

Kow before wo go any further with details about our plans 
we want to lay down the law to the effect that you eimply must come 
up and pay ue a visit oefore wo go. It will only cost one third 
as much for you to come up here na it will for us to come down there 
we shall Insist on paying your expenses up here and even at that 
it will save two thirds the amount it would cost if we all eame 
down there, we earnestly hope that it will be possible for hr, burqr 
to come also. You could get somebody to take care of the place 
while you oome and the trip would give both ef you a new lease on 
life. If Fr. Furry does not cere to make the long trip, then we 
hope you will hire one of the neighbor's boys to stay with pr. Furqr 
and help with the work while you are gone. This would not cost 
very much and would relievo you of worrying about him while you 
are away. So. that's all settled. The only question is, when are 
you coming? I am to be away from home a good deal during January 
and February. 1 am not making any dates in Parch, but am keeping 
that month free since I have a slight operation which 1 want to get 
out of the way before we go over eeaB. py tonsils need removing, 
and X have a slight case of hetrrhoida thiah 1 want to have tended 
to before they get bad. Id the r of these are in any degree serious. 
1 simply want to take precaution in time. For this reason I rather 
imagine parch would be the best time for you to come. Could y u 
not gat away a little easier then than you oould later in the spring 
1 am holding an evangelistic campaign in Buffalo from April 18th to 
80th and am to be in Lexington, Kentucky on April 20th. X oould 
keep pay or June free if you would prefer to come then, be eimply 
will not take no for an answer, eo there is no use starting an 
argument. If you cannot come, then there in nothing left for us to 
do but to bundle up and spend the four or five hundred dollars 
which it would take if we all came South. The children are Just 
crazy to see you.

The main thing ie we simply must have a long, long 
visit together. What a glorious time we shall have. You cannot 
begin to imagine how great a Jay the children are at this age. 

You would have the time of your life and would moke us mighty 
happy. The question of expense is a very snail item compared to 
all the advantages of having y;;u come. . we hope you will stay not 
less than a full month. It would not be difficult to get somebody 
to help with the work if br. Furry its not able to come, we should 
like nothing better than to have both of you spend a inonth with us. 

The real reason that we have decided to go overseas is 
that it will enable me to do my work very muah better. 1 now have 
the ear of the ministers of this country. X oan get r.y stuff read 
and am convinced that the greatest service X oan render is by 
writing. This whole problem of International relations is an 
exceedingly important one. X can write about it r;uch n ore ef¬ 
fectively if 1 am over there. I oould write a steady stream of 
articles for religious journals and at the end of the year ought 
to have material for another book on War which could be sent

I have read with very great and increasing interest your little 
book on "War" and also the one on "France". 1 think the book on "War" is 
one of the strongest statements 1 have yet read. I agree with you in the 
main. It is a tremendously searching presentation. I think the Church and 
Christian people must come to this point in their thinking, if we are to rid 
the world of war and bring a universal and lasting peace.

field, the program and the organisation of our indue trial work# The 
mules Ion kindly waited until my return to dlscuer over their reeem- 
mnndavloae in the light af my observations abroad and a number nf 
nodifisations were made accordingly* 

To give you a gist of some of the ree^Esnendatioos that were 
adopted I make the folic* lag brief summary (not in exact language)# 

I* concerning Objective# It wat: rocogaiKmi that the taofc of tho bbo- 
c ieti.cn in inuustry comae under too headings (a) tho roferm of exist¬ 
ing Industries according to Christian principles and (b) the evolu- 
tion of a o# economic and lu<n?atrial order based us the Christian 
principles of the sacred value of personality, brotherhood of men, 
love and service to be expressed by a system that ehall have its 
outstanding features Justice for ally universal benefit and ecopera¬ 
tion imtoad of exploit at ion, selfish gain and competition. Of (aj and 
(b) the latter is recognised to be primary importance* An to the actual 
carrying out of the program the cooperative uyetoro as worked out in 
fleanarte, for instance, figured very prominently* It eeome to me th* 
oonseneua of opinion is not to find fault with the existing system but 
to bring constructive and educational forces into play sad to d anonstrata 
the practicability of setting up a better and Christian syatma in industry# 







II* Concerning Industrial . tandards* The Association approves the 
standards set up by the league of nations as well ae the standard 
passed t the national Christian Conference In 19 ££ and hopes that a 
standard that v til Best tho needs of China stay be worked out In 
the near future* 

III* Concerning Personnel* It was recognised that in order to do the 
industrial work adequately, the Aesoelation movement mutt equip Itself 
with the hlsheet -srade of w or hare recruited both In China and abroad* 

In one of the resolutions it was expressly stated that the Vatioaal 
Committee must as soon as possible procure experts os various lines ef 
work* This need, as you know, la a fundamental one. Unless we hare 
such workers to help develop our work and train new recruits our work, 
however important, cannot be dealt with adequately* 

There were altogether fourteen resolutions, a translated state¬ 
ment of which I will send you later. Those described above ore 
probably the oeee of primary Importance* 

You have already heard of the cooperative relationship In wtloh 
the national Christian Council, the Y.M.C.A. and the Y.W.C.A. stand 
with regard to their industrial work* An industrial commission 
has been appointed by the B.C.C. since their last general meeting 
in May* ^n my return at the end of August the question of close 
cooperation between the above mentioned organlaat ions was carefully 
discussed at a number'of meetings anong leaders like Ur* Hodgkin, 

Bishop Roots, Dr. John Y. Lee, Hiss Harrison and myself. To make a 
long story short, the results amounted to a practical cooperation In 
leadership and planning while the various organizations are contri¬ 
buting their utmost to work out a common policy and program. The 
result Is the creation of an Industrial cabin t which has become the 
executive body of the .0*0. Industrial Commission. This cabinet 
oossists of Dr. Hodgkin, Dr. RoWlisson, Mies Harrison. Miss Zung, 

Mr. Gideon Chen and U.T. Tehou. Thors Is no doubt this cabinet ban 
proved to be of groat help to all of us concerned and during the last 
three or four months we have done our utmost to set the work going* 

Recently I made a trip to a number of cities including Range hew, 
Tsinan, Tientsin, Chefoo, Peking, Chengchow and uhan. It is most 
encouraging to see ho’ the work haa grown and what tremendous progress 
lias bean made in the creation of Interest and cooperative efforts 
among the various Christian forces In all these cities* Practically 
In every city I met with various groups of Christians notably local 
Christian councils or federations where they exist as well os con¬ 
stituencies of the Y.M.C.A* In brief, the results may be said to 
be (1) the establishment of a study group of Christian loaders Is 
each of the cities the preparation and promotion of reeeareh work 

and (Z) the promotion of local experiments* I am sending you herewith 
a report I m«*e to the Industrial Commission a few days ago together 
with a number of reoommendatlone that were adopted as a consequence. 
There Is one point to which I would like particularly to draff your 
attention and this deals with the preparation for and holding of a 
national conference on Church and Industry in 19££* Preceding that 
event we expeot to hold local conferences at the end of this year and 
regional conferences in 19£f>* Y e feel that such a program would prove 
to be one of the most effective methods of helping Christians in 
China to study Into the Industrial problem and to arrive at a common 
mind and conviction as regards their part lo the economic regeneration 
ef China. 




From the above point; 8 you can fie a that at your coming visit W* 
shall bo much bat tor prepared than the last time for you to deal with 
the iaduetrial problem, I have already spoken informally to a number 
of people la terse ted in the matter about your coming visit and they 
have all expressed their keen dee ire to welcome you back to their 
respective centers and it is their hope that on thlB visit you will 
concentrate on the intensive work among the Christians rather than 
to hold large meet!egs among unprepared groups or conferences with 
employers who understand very little of the Christian program. Per¬ 
sonally I venture to hope that we may have y ur leadership in a num¬ 
ber of local conferences which we expect to hold this fall, for 
it seems tome that by doing so we shall reap the greatest benefit 
as well aa meeting the desires of the local groups. I an sure with 
your help we shall be able to prepare much more effectively for the 
proposed national conference In 19££« 

You will probably recall the suggestion that wen made before you 
left t hina at a maeting with a few of us in our offioe regarding the 
desirability of your bringing two or three experts with you to china 
this time and we still believe that this is highly desirable. We are 
counting on to have some one accompanying you who will mat oh Dewey 
and Russel in the realm of Psychology and philosophy but who will presaat 
his measage in line with yours from the Christian point of view. 

Some one like Prof. Biwood, for instance, would be the type needed 
in China. After the reaction of the Aflti-Christian movement we have 
new and trmoendous opportunities before us to present the Christian 
message to the students and other classes in china and we feel justi¬ 
fied In asking you to bring out such a man at this psychological ratteent. 
Mr. Kirby Page whom re hoped to see in China last time has been very 
much in our thoughts and ve are convinoed th.it if he can came to china 
with you this time be can be of l reman a out help to us. Since both he 
and you know the situation in China and Its possibilities so well it 
Is needlese for uti to make an effort to urge him. However, we wish to 
say that his service willbe more valuable than ever before and hie part 
in helping work out the economic regeneration of a quarter of humanity 
is very considerable. Kirby hae got a unique way of dealing with 
the industrial problem and this is the type of help we badly want. 

One of the meet urgent needs in the industrial field is the study of 
actual conditions not la an incidental form but In a scientific and 
well conducted type of research or survey* "e must consider thin 
matter very earnestly and something mw t be done if off work In to bn 
properly dealt with. Kirby would be invaluable to us in helping ub 
start and organise thin work. T/e have received as yet no reply to 
the cable that David sent you Borne months ago asking you to help 
make it possible for Mean and Kirby to work in China so we believe 
that you are still planning to make this possible. Rot In any cane 
w* hope that you will successfully make arrangements for Kirby to corns 
with you this time to stay at least six months. 

Today ws have sent you a cable asking both you and Kirby to conn 
to China this fall for four to six months. We are counting on hear¬ 
ing from yon noon so that we may proceed with the preparations.

Dear Sherwood: , 

Today we cabled you oar o or dial and urgent invitation to com® 
to work la China during the outran of 19£4* The text of thie cable 
message le herewith enclosed. I regret there was delay In forwarding 
this invitation and, as I said to you la our hurried conversation at 
the Hew York office lact eptcmber, and the sane Idea I coefiraed la 
recent letters, our delay la forwarding thin cable may cost us your 
visit this year, that is, it night be impossible for you to withstand 
longer tho pre retire upon you for service to other cone tries; but T hope 
w« are not too late even nor* I sincerely trust that the cordial Invi* 
tatloa we lodged with you two years ago may have had prior ol&lm ia 
making your final decision, isven If wo had not given this invitation 
two years ago 7 believe the present situation In China Is acute and 
critical enough to load you to face afresh our needs and to acoept our 
invitation even at this 1. te date. Business and political conditions 
have gone from bad te worse and the Christian morale has begun to 
break* Without doubt this is the darkest hour in cblaa's history, and 
some concerted effort on a nation-wide scale must be made by Christian 
loaders to revive the hope of the church and to cell attention to the 
font that the most urgent need In China Is a change Of heart* net nf 
government, and that sanething radical must be done In order to step 
the growth of militarism. It le my personal opinion that never during 
the paEt fifteen years have we a& an Association group needed the 
challenge of your virile message and the Inspiration and blessing of 
ys ur personal presence ob now* Your previous visits to Chinn have 
always resulted in streamc of new life breaking forth Into efforts cf 
unselfish service. Your presence among ue has brought rich spiritual 
refreshment to secretaries, directors and all other Christian workers 
who have come in contact with your program. Yes, more than that, it 
has meant the dawning of a nor dey for ti oceande of non-Christian men 
who have been reached through your constructive message or influenced 
by your creative personality* Theso men have come for the first time to 
knov. the real moaning of life became, like the two disciples going to 
Baums, they have met Jesus by the way* 

Onr present need in China is leadership in our evangelistic and 
industrial programs, Thomas Tchou io dictating hie letter this 
very moment, trying to put before you the evidences of the growing 
in taros t ana enlarged opportunity for carrying the Christian message to 
industry in oertaln cities in China. Thomas, through hie new relation¬ 
ship with the Rational Christian Council, is able to mobilise and uni¬ 
fy most all the Christian forces and has the confidence of many of the 
best non-Christian leaders in industry* At a later date, after we have 
full reports from all of our local centers, we will be able to give you 
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a better understanding of what we are going to try to accomplish. ,e 
are making aa earnest effort to get a group mind on the details of thin 
program. Bow, while «e want to fully assure you that we will carefully 
prepare for this visit, yot we must frankly face certain dangers and 
difficulties, either active or dormant, in the present situation In 
China which may at an unexpected moment handicap or hlnuer our* prepare* 
tiottn and consequently the success of our efforts in that particular 
city or section of China. You are so closely identified with our work 
that it hardly boohs necessary for me to enumerate what these dangers 
and diii lo ulties are. The first of these is war. ir&lnarlly war waged 
against an alien enemy unifies the different elements ol' a nation, but 
civil war tends to demoralise rather than demobilise the forces* very 
evidence points to a fresh outbreak of civil war next spring. This 
kind of struggle disturbs the mind of the people* It divides the nation 
into opposing factions and sometimes makes the carrying on of the 
ordinary program of the Association impossible# Consequently an extra* 
ordinary e fort, like a big citywide evangelistic cnupaign, may prove 
impossible. Conditions were bad two years ago but they have become more 
complicated since. Almost every province in China is seething with 
revolution under one leader or another ho may suddenly lose his leader* 
ship, then In a few months a counterrevolution sets in, so that regular 
business and an ordinary program is impossible# ho aver, there le a grow¬ 
ing c on sc ictus nee. amoo, the me, chants and ccrrno a people that ’ ar is 
unnecessary and nothing is ever settled by military force. The people 
are getting "fed up", to use the Englishman's expression, on the military 
die ta tors hip of China# 

Another difficulty that we face at the present time Is a 
great shortage of strong Christian workers, especially among the little 
handful of leaders with a national reputation# Pastor Cheng Chlng Yi of 
the national Christian Council is now studying in America; David Yui 
is incapacitated because of poor health| T#JC# Koo le due to leave hero 
on July 1: t la connection ith the aria's student Christian Federation 
work in Europe and Jimmie Yea has taken up work with the Bational Asso¬ 
ciation for Popular Mdueation# The Association staff in many of our 
largeft cities is cut in two because of the financial situation# be are 
now approaching a number of younger men with the hope that we tan secure 
part or all of their time to help you during your next visit to China# 

. e sincerely hope that two of our young American secretaries will be 
able to reash China this spring, or at the latest is the early autumn. 

' ho these two men are you know - K. 8# Barnett and 8*H# Munson# 

Another problem that faces us is the financial one# like the 

poor, it Is always with us. e have not progressed far enough on the 
places to be visited, the nature of the personnel you will bring with 
you and the program in order to aay how much money is involved, but I 
Blncoroly hope it will net exceed the amount spend on your last visit. 

A suggested budget will be sent you at a later date, after we have had 
cable acceptance of our invitation. 

We assume, however, that you will follow the acceptable custom 
of previous visits, and that is to bring with you two or three different 
persons who will make a concrete contribution to the two-fold program 
we have suggested in the opening of this letter# In our mes age we 
included the name of Kirby Page because our leading Chinese thinkero 
believe that Page's discriminating type of mind and bis unusual exper¬ 
ience in studying the industrial problems of America during the past 
few yearB will be invaluable V the Chinese ebureh is preparing an 
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outline or blueprint upon which wo will oroet tho recto arch bureau for 
industrial Investigation la thia country* And cot only this outline 
but, what is equally important, the coaching and training of Chinese 
men to continue this investigation work, so that r/e can build up on 
organization that rill not only become authority on the industrial alt- 
nation but one which will be fused through and ti rough with the Christ¬ 
ian spirit and hare as Its objective the Btablishnient of tho Kingdom 
of God in China* You hardly neod, .hersood, that I should point out 
to you that thin means cutting a Sew furrow across an unbroken field 
of 3 if e In China* 

Ceoond, we hope you will bring with you an outstanding Christian 
professor who in recognised an an authority in th > field of psychology 
or philosophy* This profcstor need not be a magnetic public speaker 
or on eloquent orator like yourself* 'la the other hand, he 

Bhoulil be a man whose cultured Christian personality plus ills aoac«<ic 
titles, and more than hie titles, his seasoned intellectual experience 
an: 5 , background rith students and ether thinkers, will enable him to 
meet the best Chinese thinkers in forum discussion and come to grips, 
as the fighters say, with the result that it will be a knock-down ana 
drag-out* Now, this professor should be one w ho could connect diesua¬ 
sion with Chinese psychology, Chinese a lassies and present religious 
tendencies* A man, who, if ha hasn’t get that at the present time, 
could in the next six or seres months make the preparation so that his 
forum discussions would be cumulative and personal* a man who himself 
knows in his own inner conscience aid personal life the liberating 
power of Christ and who throughout hie life has fearlessly faced truth 
and Investtrated the porar of certain particular truths upon Christian 
character* Horn, I realize that such a man is not easily found, but I 
think you also realize that if you bring with you such a man v?e will be 
able to do two things* bie is to continue as we hare in the past cur 
big evangelistic meetings and at the emae time parallel these meetings 
with forum discussions of groups of interested men. perhaps a dozen er 
twenty, who, ac tho result of six or eight discussions would come to 
understand more clearly the relation between certain facts of science 
and some of the more fundamental truths of Christianity* la a word, 
this professor could clear up their intellectual confusion Or doubts* 

Re are too far av sy here to suggest names but some of our men have felt 
that a profecsor of the type of E.H, home of Hew York University, 
President King of Cfeerlln, Prof, Hocking of Harvard, or Prof* filwood who 
has written "Hecoas tract Ha of Religion*'’ The last two men are not 
known to us personally but we hay a read their magazine articles m d 
book: and been favorably Impressed with their contribution* Some of us 
here fe ll that Parnefct of our own staff and pm tor Chong Ghing XI, v ill 
be glad to center with you and help in suggesting men other then those 
X have mentioned here. Of course what wo need Is the appraising the 
carries of these men with a Tie* to it fitting Into the present peculiar 
needs of China, 'ur thought of province-? ide campaigns have had to be 
given up for reasons I will not take time here to explain today* Our 
present thought now if to reach £0 cities with the evangelieted message 
and a dozen centres with the Industrial program. This involves other 
meetings for training purposes, round table discussions, eto* etc* 

The place and program for euoh training gathering will all go forward 
in a layer letter when we have the approval of cor tain Church leaders 
concerned* I believe tils proposed program when finally worked out will 
appeal to you and challenge your best leadership of head and heart* 
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In closing f I rant to say that wo will of cour00 expect 
Btrs. 3 ddy to acoomp&ny you. Her helpful ■ttffftft to the v.omon tUl to 
a real contribution tot most of all, her help 10 safeguarding you Ib 
worth tho eoet of her visit* I want to promise you that In in® out 
your schedule for this next visit vo are going to do it much more 
leisurely; cut out some cities If necessary 02 else ash you to extend 
tho tJsaa of your visit 00 as to give you the needed rest. Also let 
me nay that v o loot; foxv.ard with great faith and expo ot tin cy to your 
visit thie autumn. A su.all group of us bore boliova with all the 
sincerity of our hearts that under tho leadership of the Living God 
who ban never failed us, that these meetings wo are planning for this 
eta leg autumn will be the meant* of encouraging a discouraged church 
and lifting the faith of the leaders of this nation into their proper 
place so that ve can breuli •' ith the pessimistic present and enter upon 
a nor ora. of larger and better things in this great land of china*

I see no reason 
why it should not have been unless the Sales Committee de¬ 
cided to rule out everything except the publications of the 
Student Volunteer Movement. 

Please let me know quite frankly the facts in 
regard to this. If an injustice has been done, I may get out 
my gun and go to war.

CHRISTIAN IDEALS OF THE 
HOME 

Six counties of the United States 
have more divorces than marriages. 
While much sense of outrage has been 
expressed with respect to the mar¬ 
riage and divorce laws of the Russian 
soviet republic, there con be no ques¬ 
tion that America is rapidly approach¬ 
ing the standard which our public 
opinion is in the habit of condemning 
when it appears in any other land. 
The system of easy divorce has been 
described thus: “Do you want to get 
married today? Register right in, no 
fuss, no bother, no inconvenience. 
Do you want to get divoried to¬ 
morrow? Very well, legister 
out, no fuss, no edium, no, in¬ 
convenience.” Civilization has spent 
a long , time building up so much of 
monogamy as we have. To maintain 
it involves the sacrifice of individual¬ 
istic impulses. But such sacrifices 
eve less exacting than the porno¬ 
graphic novelist would have us be¬ 
lieve, Probably there is no marriage 
in which there is not found some 
measure of incompatibility. Not only 
marriage, but friendship and even the 
relationship of rarents and children 
are attended with some friction and 
some need of social adjustment. When 
lust overtops chivalry, when love is 
superseded by caprice, then one finds 
excuses for easy divorce. Meanwhile 
silent in the presence of one of the 
the Protestant church is strangely 
fundamental problems of the race. If 
the Roman Catholic position toward 
the family is legalistic, it is never¬ 


theless on the whole in the interest of 
the higher civilisation, and is sup¬ 
ported at times by much sacrifice on 
the part of this church The Protest¬ 
ant church must think its way 
through the ethics of marriage and 
divorce arid stand for something more 
definite than it now stands for, and 
support its position with more cour¬ 
age and conviction. Federal mar¬ 
riage and divorce laws may be a part 
of the remedy, but the deeper remedy 
is the influence of Christian ideals 
upon our home relationships.

At the forty-first anniversary of 
the pastorate of Dr. Russell H. Con- 
well, Bantist leader of Philadelphia, a 
thousand of his friends gathered for 
a great banquet. During his pastor¬ 
ate three large hospitals, the Sam¬ 
aritan, the Garretson and the Great- 
heart, have been established under 
bis care. In his address- at the anni¬ 
versary he said: “Three times in my 
life have I seen the churches of the 
country go through virtually the same 
experience they are having today. 
When the revised version of the Bible 
was published, the country was in a 
state of religious unrest. -To many 
the new translation seemed to take 
their table away. So today many 
church people think religion is leav¬ 
ing our people because, of the mod¬ 
ernist movement. But in the end we 
will find it coming back with renewed 
strength and force.” Although he is 
not a modernist and likes “the .old 
forms and theories.” Dr. Con well 
asked for more tolerance by the fund¬ 
amentalists of the modernist Position. 
“I do not agree with Dr. Fosdick a^d 
some of the modernists,” be said. 
“But I believe in toleration .from the 
rest of church people because of the 
spirit of those men. I will not change 
my beliefs until the modernists give 
me something better than they have 
At the same time I stand ready to ac¬ 
cept anything that is proved true.”

I We 
had to walk the via dolorosa for the faith; but who 
would not take up the cross and follow Him, for it 
turns the crown of thor£ to the orown of the most 
glorious life, I happened to be pastor of one 

of the most ideal churches in Cincinnati, when we 
were brought into the war, *t was made up of the 
leading families socially and financially, as well 
as the strongest men in the faculty of the University, 
There was nothing they loved more to listen to 
than the gospel of non-resistance. They felt it 
was the panacea of the ages, and the pearl of the 
priceless price. All this was beforethe war* 

When however our boys had to go, then therewas 
a complete right about face of sentement, They 
felt it wa ‘time to change the code of the cross 
for the code of ^ara; that altho it was theoretical 
ly right to "resist not evil", the time had not yet 
come to practically apply it. My dearest friends:: 
turned upon like a pack of hounds, My leading elder

As a consequ3nce, my people compel 0 d me to 
resign. The ^resbytery wanted to try me for dlsloyelty 
even thpse who were my dearest friendsfor years* liven * 
my dearjLittle wife, one of the most lovable Christian 
women God ever made, felt that my days of usefulness 
were forever finished. The newspaper headlines, 
blazed out "Pacifist"* The news boyi caied it on the 
streets, and stoned me for it* It did seem as ts 
tho everything was finished, and the dear goo'dlord 
had forsalekn me in the Calvery moment* 

But to my great sy^prise a call came to the s 
splendid position in our Board, which I now hold, 
and at a salary more than twice what I waa getting 
in Cincinnati* For the last five years, while wit^h 
the Board there has of course been thrown open to 
me the very leading pulpitsof our church, from 
Coast to Coast. The words of appreciation could 
got be warmer it seems than those which come evejT 
abbath* My meanest vilifiers have begged that 
1 forgive^hem their for their crucifixiaon. They 
wonder now how their minds and hearts could have 
oeen so eclipsed by the war wave tht so maddened 
us, and made us deniers/of the most precious truth 
Jesus hath bequeathed to us 

I dont know why I haveto- told you all thiB, unless 
it was becaue I thought you would be glad to know 
in the concrete, that God does not forsake us, if we 
do not forsake him,; and he maketh the very wrath

British Table Talk 


London , January 6. 

T HE ARCHBISHOP’S letter upon reunion to which 1 
referred recently has not been left on the table unan¬ 
swered. From every side spokesmen have, claimed to con¬ 
sider it in the light of fixed principles. It is possible in this 
as in all such discussions to find writers 
The Archbishop, prepared to join in the debate without 

Rome, and taking the trouble to read the letter itself. 

Reunion. But in the main the problem of reunion 

is handled with care and thoroughness, 
and no harm can come from such frank debates. In the Chal¬ 
lenge of last week there was a peculiarly interesting collection 
of views from many representative minds. It is valuable, for 
example, to know what is in the mind of Mr. Hilaire Belloc 
and Monsignor Batiffol, both of them Romans, and both men 
of wide influence. Side by side with their judgments were 
other contributions from such men as Dr. Hutton, Canon 
Lacey, Dr. R. J. Campbell, and others.

Mr. Belloc on the Church of Rome 
and the Anglican Church 

“Communion between the English church and the Church 
of Rome would seem to concern the hierarchy rather than 
a layman in the latter; but, for what it is worth, my judgment 
is that the problem is essentially insoluble because its terms 
are ambiguous. Any formula put forward in the discussion 
uses the word ‘church* in two senses, and of two things of 
different genus: as though one should use the word ‘house 
in ‘house of lords* identically with the same word in ‘power 
house.’ The Church of England, as we all know it, is. a 
national institution the unity (and therefore the essential prin¬ 
ciple) of which depends, not upon strict doctrinal definition 
nor upon submission to particular authoritative exponents of 
such doctrine, but upon the unity of the English people; so 
that even those in communion with it elsewhere must derive 
from an original English body. But the Church of Rome is 
a moral institution, having no essential connection with any 
temporal organization whatsoever, political or racial, and hav¬ 
ing for its essential principle of unity a strict body of doctrine 
and submission to authoritative exponents erf the same. I see 
no parallelism and no approximation in kind.” 

This opens up many lines of thought. It is the deliberate 
and matter-of-fact statement of a man with remarkable ability 
-a poet, a historian, an essayist—and it shows how far 
removed the mind of the layman in Rome is from that of the 
Anglican layman. 


the leader of boys of all nations. He will be an official of 
the world’s boys’ work committee of the Y. M. C. A. His 
loss will be a grave one to us. But the work which he under¬ 
takes makes a great appeal to him, and for it he is splendidly 
equipped. It is, however, open to us to point the moral 
that we deserve to lose him. Christian societies will start enter¬ 
prises with insufficient capital, and will imagine that the king¬ 
dom of God is somehow advanced by sweated labor. If 
a man is working for a Christian cause, it does not follow 
that he can do two or three men’s work. We are like the 
king who went to war without counting the cost When will 
our churches learn to staff adequately their enterprises? (N. B. 
It would be an injustice not to add that in this matter you are 
wiser in America.)

“Onward Christian Soldiers” 

In the summer of 1906 the death of the Rev. Sabine Baring- 
Gould was announced and the error was afterwards corrected. 
However, he came to be thankful for the error, because it 
revealed to him how many friends he had outside the range 
of his own family. Now, at the great age of ninety, he has 
passed away. He was without question among the most 
voluminous of our writers. He wrote on history, archaeology 
and mythology, and he was also a popular novelist At one 
time he was vicar of East Mersea, and the setting o t 
island off our Essex coast he took for his novel ‘ Mehalah. 
But the greater part of his work as a clergyman was done in 
the west country. It must be admitted that he was a severe 
critic of certain evangelical divines, and he had an “imperfect 
sympathy” for the great revival. Nor can the theological 
student praise without reserve his “Study of St. Paul. It is 
certain that he will be remembered by the hymn written in 
his youth, “Onward Christian Soldiers.” This again is a 
hymn which some praise and others dislike. I am one of 
those who would not repine if they never heard It again. 
Another of his hymns, “Through the night of doubt and 
sorrow,” seems to me a much finer thing. It is recorded in 
his obituary that his wife, who died in 1916, was a mill-girl 
when he, a young curate in Yorkshire, fell in love with her. 
He sent her to a school to be educated; and the marriage 
was one of great happiness. It is strange to those outside 
the Church of England that a man with such a record of 
scholarship as well as of popular work was left without prefer- 
ment in his church.

The retirement of Dr. Spooner, the warden of New college, 
Oxford, removes from office in the university a man univer¬ 
sally honored for his ability and character. He has held 
with distinction one of the highest posts in Oxford for many 
years. But he will be remembered in the wider world because 


of the linking of his name with certain transpositions of letters 
in words which he is said to have made. For example, the 
“half-warmed fish” which he is said to have cherished in his 
bosom, or the remark that he had seen a boy “boiling his 
icicle,*' or his calling at the time of Queen Victoria’s jubilee 
for three cheers for the “queer old dear” (?). For many years 
ingenious undergraduates have delighted to invent these verbal 
jests and father them upon Dr. Spooner. Indeed the word 
“Spoonerism” is in the great Oxford Dictionary of the English 
language. I am very sceptical whether Dr. Spooner ever made 
one Spoonerism. I have never heard any evidence to prove 
that he did.

The American Seminar 

Editor The Christian Century : 

SIR: During the past three summers a group of Americans 
have spent July and August in England and on the continent 
studying international and industrial problems. The group 
has come to be known as the American Seminar. It has been 
made up of ministers, college presidents and professors, Asso¬ 
ciation secretaries, business men and labor leaders. Among 
the former members of this Seminar are Governor William E, 
Sweet, Bishop Chas. D. Williams, Chancellor Heber Harper, 
Dean William Scarlett, Arthur E. Holt, Alva W. Taylor, 
Fletcher S. Brockman, President L. L. Doggett, A. J, Muste, 
James H. Maurer, Paul B. Blanchard, Professor J. E. Kirk¬ 
patrick, Ben M. Cherrington, Miss Leslie Blanchard, Reinhold 
Niebuhr, Professor F. E. Lumley, .Miles H. Krumbine,. James 
H. Causey, Bromley Oxnam, Miss Mildred Inskeep, President 
W. O. Mendenhall, Miss Lucile D. Smith, Professor Jerome 
Davis, Miss Jane Newell, Senator J. F. Burke, Miss Olive 
Van Horn. 

The plan has been to spend July in England and August on 
the continent. In London the headquarters of the group are 
Toynbee Hall. The schedule usually calls for two speakers 
a day. The speaker usually talks an hour and then answers 
questions for another hour. During the month opportunity 
is afforded for intimate contact with thirty or forty of the 
outstanding men of the British Isles. Among the persons who 
have addressed the Seminar during the past three years are 
the following: Lord Robert Cecil, Ramsay MacDonald, See- 
bohm Rowntree, Maude Royden, Bishop Gore, Bishop Zemple, 
the Rev. W. E. Orchard, Sidney Webb, Lord Haldane, Lord 
Milner, Lady Astor, Arthur Henderson, J. L. Garvin, G, D, H, 
Cole, Margaret Bondficld, R, H, Tawney, Bernard Shaw, H, G. 
Wells, J. R, Clynes, Philip Snowden, J, X Mallon. On the 
continent the Seminar was addressed by such men as President 
Ebert, Walter Rathenau, Ambassador Houghton, Stephane 
Lausanne, Pastor Monod, Minister of Labor Brauns, President 
Masaryk, etc. 

A similar group will sail on the Cunard SS “California” on 
June 28th. The month of July will be spent in England, and 
during August visits will be made to Paris, Geneva, and Berlin. 
This year’s group will go under the auspices of the Fellowship 
for a Christian Social Order. There is reason to believe that the 
program for this summer will be of a very high order and 
that an opportunity will be afforded to meet and talk with 
many of the outstanding leaders in industrial and political life. 
The cost of the trip for England will be between $500 and $600, 
and if the continental tour is included the cost will be between 
$700 and $800. There is still room for a few additional mem¬ 
bers of the party. The Committee would be glad to consider 
the applications of any interested persons concerning the possi¬ 
bility of being included in the group.

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The Swan Song of the Founders 

Student Volunteer Convention at Indianapolis reveals the fact that young 
leaders are emerging from the colleges who will interpret Jesus to this 
generation not in terms of surrender but of conquest.

HAT we were listening to the 
swan song of the founders 
was the first impression made 
at the Indianapolis Conven¬ 
tion of the Student Volunteer 
Movement. They will be 
missed because they are 
everywhere respected—Speer, Wilder, 
Turner, Robbins, Mott. Their mes¬ 
sages for many years were almost the 
only influential factors in these mam¬ 
moth volunteer gatherings. 

The student mind now moves in ir¬ 
resistible currents along with men like 
Raymond Robins, Wilson, Gilkey, Fos- 
dick, Eddy, Page, Morrison, Alva Tay¬ 
lor, Miss Holmquist, Carter, Harrison 
Elliott, King, McConnell, Porter—few 
of whom were allowed to speak at In¬ 
dianapolis. If we give the young 
workers who are overseas half a 
chance, there will forge to the front 
even younger men and women with a 
new message because of a new experi¬ 
ence. From the colleges themselves 
young leaders are emerging who will in¬ 
terpret Jesus to this new generation 
not in the terms of surrender but of 
conquest; not in terms of institutional¬ 
ism but of a new society; not in terms 
of denominationalism—a complicated 
web which enmeshes the feet of 17,707 
workers who are already “on the field,” 
and prevents them effectively from es¬ 
tablishing the Society of Jesus. 


(c) Submit to the convention for dis¬ 
cussion great questions and proposi¬ 
tions. 

(d) Receive and pass upon memorials. 

(e) Give ad interim instructions to 
the Student National Council. 

If the advisers of the movement are 
afraid to give this latitude to student 
leadership and if they are reluctant to 
have progressives chosen as advisers to 
the student leaders, then they must hold 
the convention infrequently, reduce its 
size and enroll only such volunteers as 
view the enterprise in a more or less 
traditional way. As the matter now 
stands, the older leaders have insisted 
upon a mammoth convention in order 
to capture the student world for “mis¬ 
sions.” But in fact the students are 
capturing the Student Volunteer Con¬ 
vention for the Jesus-way-of-life which, 
I am sorry to say, is not synonymous, 
but is revolutionary in the best sense. 

This is one of the few conventions in 
the world which has been supposed to 
have nothing to decide regarding its 
organization and the agents and policies 
which represent it. It is a creature of 
its agents, rather than creating and di¬ 
recting its agents. This cannot long 
continue in a democracy. The Na¬ 
tional Young Men's Christian Associa¬ 
tion is now creating a method by which 
it may legislate for and control itself. 



A complete reorganization is due in the 
Student Volunteer Movement. 

Many of the causes and subjects 
which are presented from the former 
generation ate by-products, rather than 
main issues, to the generation of the 
present day. 

The student chairman of the Na- 
tional Council in his opening address at 
the Indianapolis Convention insisted 
that the delegates must follow Jesus, 
even if it meant to be radical, to be con¬ 
ventional, to be hated, or to be poor. 
And when Sherwood Eddy told them of 
the industrial unrest, the economic op¬ 
pression, the propaganda for war and 
inter-racial injustice they were pre¬ 
pared to “go to the mat” on these great 
questions. They did not care if the po¬ 
lice in stupid fashion watched them and 
if representatives of the military from 
Washington announced their lack of in¬ 
terest in their discussions. It made 
them all the more fearless. 

It must have been a new experience 
for “faculty” and “boards.” They are 
the people who usually do the talking 
to students and to churches, and this 
time they were called ‘“honorary dele¬ 
gates” and massed in representative 
numbers on the platform, but they were 
not allowed to participate in debate or 
discussion without permission of the 
student leaders! What a wholesome 
rule! What a new experience! 


Indianapolis may 
be the last conven¬ 
tion of its kind. If 
there is another of 
this size, it should 
be held not four 
years hence but 
very much sooner. 
If the Volunteer 
Movement is going 
to mass students in 
such numbers, 
whether volunteers 
or not, as it has 
been doing, the con¬ 
vention probably 
will decide to: 

(a) Form their 
own convention or¬ 
ganization and 
elect their own of¬ 
ficers. 

(b) Consider and 
adopt the program 
of their own con¬ 
vention.

tiori, did not hand out red fire, but he 
went straight forward across the field 
of industrial problems which the Chris¬ 
tian must face at home or abroad. His 
last word was: “Jesus didn't use his 
knowledge to get rich; he used it for 
the benefit of the workers. Jesus did 
not play safe.” 

Mr. Blanshard is now a national 
leader in one of the most Christian 
mutual agreements between employers 
and workers, most of whom are Jews, 
though lie is not. 

The discussion groups, under the gen¬ 
eral direction of Harrison Elliott and 
Miss Grace Loucks, were a decided in¬ 
novation. Fifty were held on each of two 
afternoons. Every class room in a high 
school building qnd many churches 
were occupied for this purpose. They 
were conducted in a pedagogical way, 
and the students, post graduates and 
young secretaries who conducted them 
are to be roundly applauded for their 
discovery of method. Some way should 
be found to relate the results of the 
discussion groups more definitely to the 
convention and not to over-control from 
above the subjects of discussion. 

Youth wants to know what we mean. 
Representatives of the Church insist 
upon Jesus' principles, and yet church¬ 
men fought the greatest mass war of 
all time; they control the vast accumu¬ 
lations of wealth; they administer the 
power systems of production; they have 
staked out most of the natural re¬ 
sources of the world for the privileged 
classes; they do most of the lynchings, 
as Eddy said; they muddy the waters 
of international brotherhood. Students 
want to get directly at the truth. Is 
this the sort of religion which they are 
to represent to the less-favored na¬ 
tions? In their discussion groups they 
came to the conclusion that the prin¬ 
ciples of Jesus must be applied fear¬ 
lessly to all these non-Christian areas 
at heiiie and abroad and that is what 
they mean by evangelizing this genera¬ 
tion. 

The Volunteer Movement seems to be 
sensitive to public Christian opinion 
and wishes to take up the march of 
progress. Dr. Mott was the first to 
declare openly that this was a faster 
moving convention than any within his 
memory, and he had known them all. 
The Volunteer Convention is the great¬ 
est single focal point in the student 
world. It must adapt itself to the chal¬ 
lenges of the new day. 

S HE R W 0 O D E ddy unintentionally 
changed the whole nature of the 
convention. After he spoke, the discus¬ 
sion meetings almost entirely revolved 
around the solution of the problems 
which he presented. In a dramatic 
period, using the football illustration, 
with himself as center of the rush line, 
he passed the ball to the backs. It 
seemed as though no one was going to 
tell the convention what to do with the 
ball. It was like a coach giving a lec¬ 
ture to the team. What the team need¬ 
ed was a chance to really practice the 
game on the field. This practice was 
partly provided by the discussion 
groups, but, to carry Eddy's figure of 
speech farther, what this convention 
needs is not more exhortation nor ar-

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raignment of conditions, hut it needs 
to have the great coaches for every po¬ 
sition in the line and in the hack field 
take the delegations in hand and teach 
them how to play the game of Jesus*- 
way-of-life in international relations, in 
industrial reorganization, in inter-racial 
problems and in regard to war. 

But the convention as a whole did not 
see even a practice game; they scarcely 
saw even a scrub team in action. If it 
had not been for the discussion groups 
we would have sat there wondering 
what on earth to do with the ball which 
had been passed to us, I mean spe¬ 
cifically this: the leaders arraign so¬ 
ciety at home and abroad, but are not 
concerned with giving the delegates the 
exhilaration of taking factories, cities, 
international relations and definite 
racial problems and showing ho%v the 
Kingdom of God is run. They pass the 
ball to the delegates and talk to them 
a lot about what kind of a game foot¬ 
ball is, but few of them try to show 
how the game should be played. That 
was the weakness of the convention 
platform. 

The men of the older type who should 
be encouraged to speak in future con¬ 
ventions are those who have at home 
and abroad actually worked in the 
laboratory of life and have got some¬ 
thing to say about solutions, out of real 
experience. 

It was an inspiring gathering be¬ 
cause of its numbers, its youthfulness, 
its spirit of inquiry, its desire to know 
the worst, its willingness to dedicate it¬ 
self to the best, its patience with the 
heroic figures of the past, its longing 
for self-expression in the present.

Thank you for your splendid letter of the 28th. 

I have delayed answering it until I could have a further 
talk with Sam yesterday afternoon.

I have Just wired yon bb per the^enolosed oopy. Barnett and 
X spent some three hours yesterday going over the matter in great de¬ 
tail. He was very frank to say that LnLaohlin and To on have not 
made their oaee. He is not at all clear as to Just what you /oald 
be expected to do if you went out this fall. He thinks this should 

be oleared up before any decision is reaohecU He has a grave doubt 
as to the wisdom of having another oumpaign this year of the some sort 
that you had when you were out there a year ago. Re does not believe 

that you would be Justified in laying dov.n conditions as to who should 
head up tiie campaign. He says that he feels it would be nuite likely 
that the national Committee would ask McLachlin to do it and eeeB no 
chance whatever of either himself or Munson being available. He was 
. reluctant to express any opinion that would seem to take issue With the 
point of view expressed by these ''ho are on the ground in China but he 
■ did soy confidentially, with the understanding that he is not to be 
quoted, that he did not think it would be serious to postpone the 
campaign for a year, and thought there might be strong advantages in 
delaying the campaign for a year. 

Barnett raised the question as to whether Waldo btephens might be 
worth considering as. one of the two industrial secretaries of the 
Y.M.O.A. under the Rockefeller gift. He thought that if Jaok Childs 
or somebody on the ground oould be secured as one of these secretaries, 
that probably fcaldo, by another year of special preparation, might 
fit.himself for the other secretaryship. what is your opinion 
about Steve’s qualifications for this task?

He raised the ■'Uostion with toe very seriously as to whether I 
ought not to go out and undertake the year 1 ; survey under the Rockefeller 
gift. I told him that you and I had agreed that I am not qualified 

to do this work, that an expert trained in field surveys is required. 

He said that he was not convinced and wants me to give the matter 
very serious consideration. I still feel the way i did when you and 
I talked and do not believe I oould do the task adequately. Moreover, 
this plan of having a group grows upon me. There are limitless 
possibilities in it.

Your letter came to me abouta week ago. It has taken this 
much time for my mind to come to anything like a resting-place concern¬ 
ing the whole question of possible work together next year, and still 
I do not reel anything like certainty. I have been waiting for some 
catalytic agent to come in and crystallize the situation, but none has 
come, save a steady growth in feeling that without a stronger urge than 
has yet come in this direction, I should not leave Princeton. 


I believe that several factors enter into this. One is that 
we have had a lot of criticism this year, of wide-spread sort, and I do 
not believe that retiring from the situation is the best way of solving 
it. This is not a question of personal pride but of the good of the 
cause. Another is that I believe a man should serve a pretty good 
apprenticeship in a local field before he ventures on anything general - 
we all trust youothe more for knowing that for many years you bore the 
burden and heat of the day in a local mission station. This rajses in 
my mind the question whether my own message is sufficiently formed, tested 
by being worked otft in a given situation, to go on the road with it I 
know more about winning individual men than I do about managing a whole 
local programme efficiently to mobilize all forces for the supreme end of 
presenting a whole gospel. Back of all this, there has not come that 
urge which is of God and without which a man dare not move. If it comes 
that I go with you, I shall go. A3 yet the guidance seems to be to stay

I am very much of the opinion that some of 
the group which met at your house lightly said "of course we shall win 
men, but" and then went on to the social gospel as though this matter 
of personal spiritual experience were so simple. I believe, as Prank 
does, that all the social emphasis should grow out of a mans own dis¬ 
covery of Christ. His work goes farther than you think in this direction- 
but much of the time he is way up stream getting men started, I have 
some misgivings about whether you yourself go quite far enough getting 
men linked to a really supernatural gospel, with the direction of the 
Holy Spirit as a steady experience. These things I say out to you honestly 
because I feel them. 

The guidance as to the summer is not as yet wholly clear either.

I have been away from the offloe for several days, I had 
a wonderful time at Gettysburg College and also at the Student Volunteer 
Convention at Prederioksburg, Maryland, where 1 had two addresses. 
Yesterday afternoon I spoke at the 23rd Street Y.M.O.A, and in the 
evening at a meeting in Coffin's ohuroh. At noon today I was up at 
Union Seminary again. On Friday I go to Yale. On Saturday I am 
speaking £t the meeting of the Foreign Polioy Association at the 
Hotel Astor, which is being broadcasted by iVPAP. I then go. baok to 
Yale for meetings on Sunday. I am afraid I am doing a little too 

muoh speaking. 1 have only been home two or three nights in the 

past two weeks. I am going to make a Berious effort to reduce the 
number of my speaking engagements in order that 1 may knuokle down 
on this Makers of Freodom. 

Barnett and Brockman sail for China on the same boat 
that Bid goes on - The President Wilson, February 19th, from 
San Franoisoo. At Brockman's request Galen Fisher has drafted 
the kind of letters whioh the group felt should bo sent to the 
various .arsons in China. I enclose copies herewith. Please 
let us know if they meet with your approval. Brockman and Barnett 
both felt it was unwise to put the matter too oompletely in the hands 
of John Y. Lee. They also agreed that it would be better not to 
send Hodgkin a copy of Rookefeller's letter, but only tha’t part of 
it whioh referred to the National Counoil. Your letter to 

Harold Gray has not been sent. Vo held up all of the letters 
pending this mooting with Brockman. 

I am very muoh interested in your statement that China 
seems very doubtful. This is in line with my own feeling. I am 
very eager to have another long talk with you about this idea of the 
group. I enclose a letter from Sam. I talked briefly with Pit 
last evening. He is still very muoh in doubt about the whole thing. 

The three of us are getting together for an hour on Wednesday afternoon, 
after whioh I will write you again. I think it is extremely desirable 
that we get both of these men to Join us, but I do not believe that 
tiie venture depends upon their acceptance. 

Mr. Puncher sold the Liberty Bonds. The Fifth Avenue Bank 
does not pay any interest on fixed deposit. There is no way whereby 
we oan get interest on any amount of money left with them. At Mr. 
Fanoher's suggestion I authorised him to invest the money temporarily 
in United States Treasury certificates whioh mature on Maroh 15th. I 
thought that by that time you would have readied a decision as to how 
you want to invest the money permanently. V.e will have to take some 
aotion at that time. Now that the $2G00. has come from Mr. Hyde and 
also the $2000. from Mr, Monsura, we ®an get along without using 
Mr. Timken's $5000.

I the 
first place I am not very good in dealing with people ... close 
range and in the second place my whole religious background is 
different than that of the other members of the group. I am not

In the second place I am free to admit that I think '

zing a great evangelistic campaign in Detroit. The lay leaders 
of it are big business men in this city whose loyalty*to the 
Detroit council is bought by the failure of the Detroit council 
to takem any courageous step in any social issue. It is even 
afraid to give full support to the Federal Council German re¬ 
lief campaign. In view of the fact that the Christian church is 
full of specialists on the individual emphasis I am naturally 
tempted to take the other side.

I heartily disagree with Hr Shoemaker’s idea that is is absolute 
ly necessary to do the kind of personal soul winning that he 
does so successfully in order to make your contribution to the 
kingdom. 1 Cor IS is I think a good antidote for that idea.The 
cause of Christ right now needs as much strategy as it needs 
courage on the firing line. He are in a period of transition 
not so much from the personal to the social gospel as from an 
ancient Bibliolatry to a Christianity that defines itself as 
loyalty to the spirit of Jesus. If that is the case it is very 
strange that most current liberalism denies Jesus while it pro¬ 
fesses t’o exalt him. The future belongs I think to the church 
which can prove that liberalism can be made both morally and 
spiritually potent which it is not now. But some of the members 
of the group want to efface theological differences for the 
sake of evangelistic success. I am not saying that this can not 
be done with good reason but it is not the sort of thing I 
would be happy in doing. I would like to study out some of the 
implications of liberalism and see whether spiritual power can 
not be developed squarely upon the basis of modernism. I may 
never be able to do anything worthwhile in this field but that 
is the field to which my inclinations prompt me and I feel sure 
that it is a field. 

Perhaps I am writing at too great a length,but the matter is 
naturally important to me. The . s ocia lion which you have per 
mitted me with your enterprises’""" c ’ en the greatest inspira 
tion. of my life and I am sorry that this final opportunity 
finds me wanting. I am wondering if my analysis of my own 
inability to share in this gre&t enterprise is correct,what 
my future plans should be. T7h&t about the fellowship? Have 
my contributions been worthwhile^and how shall I plan my work 
with it in the future? I take it for granted that if I cm not 
included in the group the trip to Europe will not be neeessary 
though I would like to take it for the sake of keeping abreast 
on the international situation. Yet I have such heavy obligations 
financial]^ for my slender means that J have not finished -paying 
for my last years trip altogether and dont know how I could make 
another possible. 

Imhope I may soon have fe chance to speak to you and Hirby per¬ 
sonally about all this. Ileanwhile I hope I have not done wrong 
in my tentative decision. I have tried to make it according to 
the light the Jjord has given me.

My dear Kdlnle: 

I am Intensely interested in your letter of 
February 12th concerning the group idea* I deeply 
appreciate tho splendid spirit in which you have written. 
Personally I am not willing to believe that your letter 
finally settles the matter. I am not sure that you 
are right in saying that we arc primarily interested 
in a group of evangelists. It is true that we spent 
more time at Mr, Eddy’s house talking about this phase 
than any other but I am very frank to say that the 
phase of the matter that appeals to me most is the 
discovery of the truth rather than its immediate 
propagation. I think Sherwood shares this point of 
view. Please keep the matter open in your mind and 
seek further light. I am eager to talk with you again 
about this at the first opportunity. Sherwood is 
out of the oity and I am forwarding your letter to him. 

I wired you yesterday that E. B, Chaffee, Pastor 
of the Labor Temple on the East side of New York has 
agreed to oome for your Ann Arbor Conferenoe on 
February 26,27,28 on the oondition that you pay his 
expenses. Chaffee has had a vei’y rich experience with 
workers of all sorts, including some wild eyed radioals. 

I think he has a real message concerning the industrial 
question. He is also qualified to speak on the sooial 
funotion of the ohuroh.

Dear Sherwood: 

I had a very interesting talk with Sam and Pit, Sam 
has increasing doubt about the advisability of his leaving Princeton 
at this time. She truth of the matter is that this idea of the 
group has not really gripped him. He is afraid that the group 
would not be primarily oonoemed with the thing whioh is his own 
major interest. My own judgment is that we ought not to press 
him unduly. If he does not see all sides of our task then I 
personally have strong doubts as to whether he ought to be a • member 
of the group, 1 think he oould be made to see it if he would be 
willing to join the group in ai; open-minded spirit and that is what 
I hope he will do. 1 do not know of anybody in the oountry who 
has quite his gift for the group. He has the thing that •’rank 

has but he has something else also. 1 believe that he is going 
to get guidance one way or the other on this in due time. 

I think there is more ohance of our getting Pit, He 
has not reached a deoision one way or the other but seems to be 
muoh more favorably inclined toward the project than San. He 
says frankly that he is so busy he has soaroely had a moment to 
give it serious thought. That is just the trouble with the kind 
of life all of us are leading. When you come baok to town 1 think 
it will be a good idea for you to have another good long talk with 
Pit. In the meantime we simply must keep our minds open for 
suggestions concerning additional men for the group. 

You will be intensely Interested in the enclosed 
letter from Beinie. He has reached his deoision on the under¬ 
standing that wef were primarily interested in launching a group of 
evangelists. As a matter of faot you wilt reoall that most of the 
time at your house was spent in disoussing evangelistic campaigns in 
the oolleges. I do not believe for a moment that this represents 
your own conception of the group. It certainly does not fit in with 
the vision I have. 1 am frank to say that.it seems to me more 

important the first year that the group make the disoovery of a 
message its major task. Personally 1 would be quite satisfied to see 
the group devote all of its time for one entire year to this task of 
dlsooverlng what its message is. I do think it will be possible 
to oombine oollege and ohuroh campaigns with this task but it seems 
to me that we ought to be absolutely olear that our first and all 
important task, at least during the first year, is to spend enough 
time in Individual and group study, discussion and meditation so 
that we would be in the best possible spirit to make new discoveries. 

If this is to be our major task then I have a feeling that we ought 
to think twice before we pass Reinle up on this proposition. My 
own judgment is that he would be a more valuable man in the search 
for new truth than would Sam or even Pit. 
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I am going to take some hours off within the next week 
or so and canvass carefully the various lists of names which we have 
in the hope of getting Borne leads of persons who might possibly be of 
the oalibre to invite to Join the group, what would you think 
of J. w, Nixon of Rochester? 

Dr, Day has not yet sent in the manuscript. When he does 
I will look it over very carefully and send it on to you. we have 
sent baok to Somerville the revised copies of Victory, and Jesus 
OhrlBt. I have not yet received the proof of Youth and the 
World of Labor. 

I have already sent on to you the draft of the letters 
to China proposed by Brockman and Fisher. Brookman felt that there 
was no oooaaion to send a copy of the Rockefeller letter except to 
Harvey. He says that this is in accord with their usual custom 
to oommunloate suoh information only to the Senior Secretary of 
the International Committee. You will know what you should 
do about this. 

me are receiving a steady stream of applications for 
the Fellowship group this summer. I am not issuing invitations 
to any except those very few about whom there seems to bo no doubt 
whatever. fhe rest of them I ura holding until we see how many 
applications finally come in. fle have enough acceptances already 
to make it certain that we are going to have an exceedingly high 
grade party this summer. 

I am Just leaving now to go up to New Haven and will 
write you further when I get baok.

Dear Kirby: 

Glad to get yours of February 15th. I am writing on my 
back in bed at Penn State with an attack of grippe. Fortunately 
I have not missed a single meeting. I just get out of bed two 
or three times a day. I find that I am gaining ground continually. 

Glad you are keeping me in touch with the progress of events. 

I see a group if either Pitt or San will start. I see no 
nucleus so far as the colleges are concerned if we lose both. 
Reinie's letter is a good letter. Our plan is certainly not 
merely for a group of evangelists for the colleges. On the 
other liana I think you over estimate his intellectual ability. 

I think you are a plunger- in your enthusiastic estimate of men.

H ixofl is well worth considering. You might feel out 
Cavert, "13ut he or a dozen others, could easily name twelve 
promising men for whom I would have to raise $5,000 a year. 

We must be sure of every individual and unanimously convinced. 
There must be no plunging on this and no personal preferences. 

V/e are up against big things. I have wired Brochman to negotiate 
the question of China, telling him I favored postponment.

I am going back up to Hew Haven next Sunday for an 
important open forum and that night I am leaving for 
Pittsburgh where I speak twice in the Trinity Church, the 
Downtown Episcopal Church, where the adress will be broad¬ 
casted by K D K A. 

I think I told you that I am reserving the whole month 
of March is order to get out of the way a slight opsratlon 
which I have been intending to take oare of for a long 
time. 1 am taking very few da£e£ In April and May and 
expect to concentrate almost exclusively upon Makers of 
Freedom during those months.

My dear Kirby: 

(This article by Mr. Doxsee has much that is good in it, 
but it seems to me to be more emotional than thoughtful. Of course 
this is to be expected if he is an undergraduate. It has value, however, 
even so, and I would suggest that you send it to the Student Challenge, 
Garrett Building, Evanston, Illinois, of which Mr, Walter Mueller is the 
editor^) The quotation from Colonel Fuller with which the article begins 
is of course taken from your book — as of course is the oase with most 
of the things any of us are saying on war todays 

As to my going over-seas with you, I have not been able to reach 
a decision, Mrs, Morrison and I desire to go earlier than your group is 
going. We are now almost at the point of settling down upon a May 17th 
sailing, returning to London from the Continent on July 20th which will 
give: us ten days to participate with your company, if you will let an 
interloper in when the class has gotten so far ahead of him. This is not 
a settled itinerary yet, but it looks likely that we will arrange it in 
some such fashion. Both Mrs, Morrison and myself would greatly enjoy taking 
the entire trip with your party — better indeed than any other way that we 
could go.

After that we will 
come in to support the statement and circulate it and give our readers a chance 
to put their names upon it. This, however, ought to be done immediately. Our 
recent utterances on the question have stirred our readers to the depths :md 
it is the psychological moment for us to give them something specific to do. 

If we delay, I think it will be not so effective as if we take the tide at its 
present flow.

It would cost a lot, however, to finance him - $500.00 a month plus expenses. He 
was appealed to by the idea of a group and I think would join. He does not plunge, 
however, as he has been often burned. He launched such a group in America and in 
England. They lived in poverty, took brickbats, gained much valuable experience. 
His group was finally absorbed by Herrin who wrecked the group. This brother's ex¬ 
perience should be exceedingly valuable. I therefore favor having such a man pre¬ 
sent with us whether he joins the group or not. 


Do you think it would be wise to invite Fo.l or Ho.2 for the May meeting? 

I would favor lTo.2 - not Fo.l, though Ho.2 probably cannot be present owing to 
fixed engagements. 

Did Manley speak to you about postponing the Princeton dates to begin May 
17th? Would that be satisfactory to you and the others, in view of the financial 
campaign of the Foreign Department, to which I now propose to give from about the 
middle of April to the middle of May, keeping Cleveland engagenent at noon and tak¬ 
ing adjoining meetings in the evaring. 


George Webber, Y.M.C.A. Secretary at Des Moines, iowa, had a great meeting 
for me Sunday - 1600 representing all the churches, colleges and labor, I gave a 
straight social message on Industry, Baoe, Ku Klux, War and all the rest, as radi¬ 
cal as Indianapolis and they ate it whole and asked for more.

My dear Mr. Page, 

I was very much interested in your address 
at the Foreign Policy Association luncheon on Saturday and 
wish that I could have talked to you after the meeting. I 
thoroughly agree with 90 % of what you said. Frankly, how¬ 
ever, I was disappointed. It seemed to me that you gave 
undue emphasis to the inadequacies of the Plan and in that 
xvay left an impression in the minds of your audience quite 
contrary to what you intended. 

It is of course human for a listener in 
all such cases to emphasize in his own mind the speaker's 
statements of which he most approves. I believe therefore 
that most League and Bok Plan advocates would readily class 
you among their number. The opponents, however, and those 
who are on the fence in regard to this whole question are 
quite apt to jump to the conclusion that you are opposed to 
the League and to the Bok Plan. For instance, there were 
three, and I think only three. League opponents at my table 
of ten. All of these thought that you were against the 
League and were considerably fortified in their attitude 
by what they erroneously believed to be your own opinion. 

I submitted a plan to the Bok contest 
which went much farther than Dr. Levermore’s. I think most 
students of the question agree with you that his Plan is 
only a step and not a very long one at that. On the other 
hand, it seems to me that the only real question at this 
time to be considered is whether or not anything more can 
actually be obtained. I think most of us will agree that 
this is the maximum distance that the Senate would go. 

I talked the other day with several of 
the Senate Irreconcilables including Lodge, who has always 
been an irreconcilable at heart. Pepper, Borah and also 
Congressman Porter. The attitude of these men, although I 
had of course known their general feeling, was a surprise 
and a great disappointment. They really believe, or try 
to make themselves believe, that the whole matter of further 
cooperation by this country with the rest of the world to 
bring about an approximation of world peace is a dead issue, 
that it would be quite impossible for the Senate to agree on 
anything of that nature, and, furthermore, that the general 
public is not the slightest bit interested. If and when the 
Bok Plan, or something like it, is approved by the Senate

neither you nor I nor anyone who agrees with us will be estopped 
from urging further and more effective action. On the other 
hand, if we do not stand together and show a united front I 
fear nothing can be accomplished. 

Professor John Dewey of Columbia, who incidental¬ 
ly is my uncle by marriage and I have great respect for him and 
for his opinions, would I think agree with you perfectly, and 
has expressed himself rather forcibly on numerous public 
occasions. Frankly I think both you and he are unwittingly 
doing great harm to the whole cause. You are so far ahead of 
the army that you cannot strengthen it and can easily be 
brushed aside by the enemy. Of course general discussion and 
agitation for world peace is in itself a fine thing, irre¬ 
spective of the details or the particular means to be used for 
this purpose, but where the problem is to create and focus a 
strong public opinion which must have as its ultimate object 
to induce this or some subsequent Senate to take some definite, 
specific action, a great deal of energy is lost and much 
force is misdirected by publicly criticizing and in any way 
giving the impression of opposing a plan such as Dr. Levermore 
has proposed. 


One of my partners has just stepped into my 
office to ask me about our meeting last Saturday. He had 
intended to go but could not do so. He simply made the remark 
that it was unfortunate that advocates of peace could not 
stand together. 


I trust you will read this letter in the spirit 
in which it is written. I am personally much interested in 
your views and am getting a copy of your book referred to by 
Professor Hudson which I have not yet had an opportunity of 
reading.

I know you are interested in the work here. In order that you might 
know something about the work aside frcm our own, I am giving you a desoription- 
only a brief description- of the woxfc of William C. Morris. He came to this 
country with an idea. His idea was presented to the M. B. people but they did 
not believe as he did so he attached himself to the Anglioana. As a result the 
work has grown to be the largest Evangelical work in the city. I know the man 0 
He is very modest. I did get to spend a half hour with him at two differmit 
times, and I get sane literature from him now for our church. The results of 
my two half hours you are getting in parto 

Twenty-five years ago the widely known work of William C. Morris be¬ 
gan in this oity. Like many other movements of its kind it began in a very 
snail way. This began with a seemingly adventurous idea and determined oppo¬ 
sition. The merits of the work and the faithful will have fouixL place in the 
hearts of the people and a great institution marks the appreciation of the 
pepple and the unceasing labors of the man. In this great institution there 
are many phases of the work but Mr. Morris firmly states that it is all Social 
work. 


In the educational departanent there are 18 schools. Baoh day so bool 
fellows the regular program of the national schools. In addition te this pre¬ 
gram there is another program that fits in with the first providing for regular 
dally devotions, regular olasses in Hew Testament Teaching, classes in Singing 
Religious Songs, and also athletlo period end olasses. This program is pro¬ 
vided in only nine of the sohools. Those graduating from these schools take 
their examinations under school and government representatives and receive 
Government certificates. 

The other sohools are very different from those described. Some ef 
theft are trades and arts schools. School number ten is an Industrial and Trades 
Institute* Humber eleven is a sohool or telegraphy, Humber twelve of Instrumen¬ 
tal music, Humber sixteen is an elenentary sohool with subjects in Commercial 
English, Ftench, Typewriting and Stenography. This is a school for boys and 
men only. Number seventeen is a sohool for women and girls and has olasses in 
sewing, cutting and embroidering. School Humber eighteen has olasses for boys 
and girls in typewriting and stenography. 

The institutions number thirteen, fourteen and fifteen are not schools 
in the ordinary sense of the word. They are very different from the day sohools* 
Thirteen is quartered in a large building where some five or six hundred ex-pupils 
meet. At present the work is very similter te the woik carried on by the Y. M. 

0. A. Lectures are given by well chosen speakers. Films are shown. Bible lec¬ 
tures are given* 

Reading and study rooms are provided. Such woik has proven to be very 
helpful and it is proposed in the near future to ereot other such oentral meet¬ 
ing places. Since the members are ex-pupils of the other sohool, and the Sunday 
School, the interest is already very noticeable so the foundst ion work is al¬ 
ready laid. Sohool Humber fourteen follows the same line as thirteen. It has in 
addition its interest oentered upon meeting the needs of the teachers. To this 
end a large teaohers* library is provided, a laboratory, museum and a reading 
room are provided also. Regular olasses held for the > teachers. This experi¬ 
ment is proving very helpful te all woikers of Argentine because it meets a 





long felt need.* All face the problem of how to get well grounded, said faithful, ae 
well as prepared teaoherso There are good teachers here* In the school known as 
"Asseoiation of Mothers" an efUbrt is beirg made to link the school up with the 
home* At home wuch a movement is called "Parent Teachers Associattm*" At the 
present time there are some four or five hundred women in this organisation* Sinoe 
it is a new work the women meet Just as often as possible* This will also become 
a district work* 

Just recently a large play ground was given this raovanent, and in high 
recognition of the work the president'of the Bepublio took part in the public open¬ 
ing exercise, when it was dedicated to its tads. All the ott-deor exercises will 
be carried on here* In addition to this there are four smaller fields oozmected 
with the schools* Much of the athletio work of the schools is carried on here. 

The larger field will serve largely a city interest* 

A childrens' horns has Just reoently been completed and dedioat,ed* Tlie 
cost was $319,000*00, and it will soon be opened to the ohild publio* 

All the benevolent work is being done than the sohools* It is directed 
by the head master of each school supervised hy Mr. Ibrris. A reoord of the p^er 
is kept in eaoh district* Whan a child or family is reported in need, the case it? 
brought before the head master, investigated,Reported on, and finally a certifi¬ 
cate is given whioh pannits the one in need to receive what is desired. Baoh school 
has a physician who looks after the physioal needs of the children* Much of the 
food and olothing that is distributed is donated hy those in sympathy with the work* 
The government provides a portion of the money. An appreciable amount is also 
raised hy the four ohurohes* 

There are four large Sunday Sohools of the hoys and girls in the day 
schools* They meet regularly and study the standard lessons* These are also grew}* 
lug in favor and others will be organized as needed* 

The plans and ideas presented hy Mr* Morris are gradually growing in 
favor. Literature is being distributed to thousands of people and it is also reap¬ 
ing results* 

In addition to this work I might add that the Baptist folks say they have 
more churohes than they have men to oare fbr then* Other wozk is growing in pro¬ 
portion* While we have one chapel less this year than last we have one located 
pastor more this yaar* The churohes are all reporting better attendance and great¬ 
er interest* We also have one more young man studying for the ministry and two 
young t wi ri wa ladies studyiig in the Training School* One pastor went to Paraguay 
also * 

We dare not hope for too much but we do feel that the Bvangelistio work 
is moving ahead* The woxk has been retarded some beoause we had to cut the budget* 
We hope it has grown in other ways to make up for the loss* 

tn praotioally every land the people have some means of transportation 
peculiar to their land and people* Such means of transportation has had and doss 
have a striking influence upon the character and life of the people. Many of you 
will he able to reoall Just how great has been the influence of the automobile* 
train and horse have had upon the life of North Amerioa« Life has been made eas¬ 
ier and oommunicat ion and transportation is nruoh quicker* In many other ways the 
influence has been great* 
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Every morning about five o'clock the silent, patient transporters are 
seen silently, noislessly, making their way from the dense, untouched fjiit forest 
into the center of Asouncion. One wonders vfaere so mahy women come fran. They are 
Just there, and thqy seem to come fran near and far. Some of then walk along be¬ 
hind their donk^p or donkeys, as thqr enter the city. If they oome in this man- 
ner the donkey is loaded with fruit, vegetables, poultry, oonx, potatoes, m&ndldka 
or sometimes meat. They do not have all these at once except upon rare ocoassions, 
but I did see some loaded with many of these things* The woman walks behind* Hhe 
carried a basket upon the top of her head* She does not hold it nor does she have 
it fastened* It Just simply rides on the top of her head. This basket is loaded 
with one or the other of the above named products; sometimes it contains two or 
mere and sometimes many of the products* The wonen oooasslonally carry sane of 
the things in eaoh hand* I did see same oarryirg very email babies at their breasts 
aside frim the regular burdens. Of course, one arm was left tarn free to care 2br 
the child* Another striking thiig about than is the faot that quite frequently a 
woman is seen smoking a long, large, dark cigar* The women idio ride upon the don¬ 
keys seemed to be able to transport more to the market than those who walked* 

Perhaps some did and others did not* The women sit in a snail light saddle some^ 
times, while others sat upon the bare back of the animal* The space before and 
behind the women is loaded with pro due e. The regular basket rides upon the head. 

Some carry thiigs in their hands* Oooasslonally one is seen with a child 
in her aims. (Juite frequently one is seen smoking the long cigar as she rides along* 
Many of them walk and stop at the doors. When they sell from house to house they 
rin the door bells by clapping their hands* 

There is a large enclosed market in the oity where they take their pro¬ 
ducts* Here eaoh one aeons to have a particular place and the things are deposited 
there for sale. Aa you look upon the aoene in the market it at first appears te 
be only a mob. out of it nevertheless oomea many of the things fbr the housewives 
of Asouaion* They seem to be able to dispose of nearly everythirg before the noon 
hour* Than they tread along home. I did not get to see muoh of their home life 
in the country. One afternoon one of the boys out of the kindness of his heart 
took me 2br a horse back ride. We wbnt into the forest, I know not where* When 

we were out four or five miles, it seemed to me rain began to fallo We stopped in 

the home of a neighbor. The house was a low straw or bamboo oovered stiuoture* 

The support was made of poles* It oonsisted of one room* At the front of this was 

constructed what we would sell a poroh. Ho doubt they called it a sala. Whatever 
it was, there were only two walla. One wall at the side and the other eno losing 
the other room. The stove was just a round kettle hung over a fire. I did not 
see a table. Doubtless they ate lap style. The owner was very kind and invited 
us in out of the rain* He left us and want on with the work of guarding a oow idiile 
hie wife milked* He owned seven or eight oows. There were five or six ohildren and 
I oeuld not figure out where thqy all slept but they stowed than away soi*where* 

The garden lay near the house, and the poultry went where they liked. Bran the 
inside of the house was not restricted* I have a picture of a poultry yard on the 
top of a house here in the oity of Buenos Aires. This is very rare in the city* 

In the oeuntry it is a very coianon thirg to find the anlrails running in and out of 
the house. Especially is this true of Paraguay. Nevertheless from these home* 
oome many things supplying the needs of the oity folk, and the transporters render 
a wonderful service in a silent, patient manner* 

As the method of transportation is slow so the life of the people is 
slow* Vaxurna is a saving phrase for the Paraguayan; The olimatio conditions add 
to the neoesslty for patience. Many things done in a hurry must be redone. It 
doubtless will take many years to obange the life of the people. The school there, 









however, is having a transforming i:ifluenoe. Parents who oannot trust their chil¬ 
dren to other hands and oannot care for than as they like beg that they be taken 
into the school. Girls are now being taken, also* Such seed as is being sewn 
ought to reap a harvest in t ime<> 

Our work here this year is about the same as it was last year. The Con¬ 
vention made me pastor of one of the Churches and gave me one of the National work¬ 
ers to help. Our Bible Sohool is held at 9r30 in the morning. At 8 j 30 P. M. we 
have the regular preaching service. Every Tuesday night prayer meeting is held* 
Then on Thursday night we have now a special class for those who care to become 
manbers of the Church. The first meeting ms held last night. There are five to 
enter this class. The attendance at the regular preaching and prayer meeting ser¬ 
vices is thirty or thirty-five. Once each month a soolal is held for the young 
people. There were 65 or 70 present for the last one. Aside from thi'-s work Ifra. 
Johnson is teaching typewriting in the Training Sohool fbr Girls and U am teaching 
two classes, or two years—first and seoond year of English in the Boy s.' Seminary* 

The Buenos Aires "7" has just recently finished its 20th yeai'• In 1912 
vlhen it established itself at P&seo Colon 161 it had 7S0 members. It grew fran 
1500 members in 1914 to 4,000 in 1920. Sinoe that time the membership ihas re¬ 
mained between 4,000 and 5,000 on aooount of the limited oapaoity of the > building. 
It is said that the total number of persons entering the building during the past 
year was equivalent to one-fourth part of the population of Buenos Aires< > The pop¬ 
ulation of B. A. is equal to that of Philadelphia. 160,000 have made use ' o* the 
gymnasium, and millions have made use of the restaurant* 

The twentieth Anniversary was eaiebrated by raising $60,000.00 g old to 
liquidate the debt in capital aooount and teke some advance steps. 75 % of this 
was made up by 2,000 Argentine gifts* 

The board of the Department of Commerce of the National University T to** 
Just granted the use of a square of six blocks frcm the Central Building for 811 
athletic field. It is proposed to train the "Y" athletes, to devsiop Univer& 
Athletes, and to establish a modern playground. The playground will be a plo neer 
projoot for this great city. 

Physical Director Dickens has just bean obosen as the very best man 
available for the South American Olymphios at Rio de Janerio. He and his work 
have so far proven very satisfactory. 

A Uruguayan business man, resident in B. A., and chairman of the "Y” 
community service, has given the lumber for ahut which is about to be erected to 
care for the work in one of tA poorer seotlons of the city. This will also be 
pioneer work; an experiment of caring for boys and young men who cannot affbrd 
the fees of the central building. 

The department of Social Service has helped to develop the "Casa del 
Nino" for abandoned and delinquent beys. This has worn the favor of the Judge of 
the Delinquent Court who recognizes it as a model for this kind of work. It now 
houses 67 boys and has sound government support. 

The phydioel Department superoedes its reoords every year; not alone 
grom the point of view of attendance of every olass but headway has been made 
with the publio in propagating the Scientific Methods of Social Culture. It is 





alsi contributing effectively to the better health of the Argentine youth. It 
is said that 60*000 boys and adults attended J.,550 classes last year. Apart from 
the olasses in gymnasium the department has included boxing* luoha, natacion* 
polo* esgrima* baaket-ball, floor bat 1* etc. There hare been as many as one mil¬ 
lion examinations- phyeioal« -Besides the public has been offered an attractive 
event every week. ■ 

The Cadet Section is composed of 450 young men from the ages of 10 to 
16 with a considerable program composed of moral and educational tendencies. It 
has registered a notable progress during the years. Olasses from 7j30 to 9t00 P* M 
register notioeable enthusiasm and increasing aithusiasm. A library of nearly 
300 books has been bought. The numerous olasses* lectures* and conferences at¬ 
tended show a remarkable growth over proceeding years• 

Every year a Rational enoampmant is held at Ad el a. This is a Park that 
was granted by Marla de Pradere. Two hundred manbers attend this conference yearly* 
The program is oomposed of athletlo work, educational work, Bible instruction* and 
moral instruction. It is always held in January or February. 

In faot* this Association is a training college in action; Bwald* Con¬ 
tinental Secretary; Conard, Continental Training College; Gallnd* Student; 

Crew, Office* Finance and Field, now in India, eadh served his time in Buenoa 
Aires gaining favorable experience for his broader work. 

Acosta* Secretary of Central Christian, South American; Pioneer of Boys 
work; Abels do, Editor and Director of Training College; Nelson, Pioneer in Social 
Service; Amatusso,Director of the home for boys; and Priohard* Accountant and 
oashis*; these all were found and trained in Buenos Aires. Also eleven young men 
are now studyirg in the local training college* 

It is said that Buenos Aires is one of the greatest missionary proposi¬ 
tions that the "Y H has* The olty has grown faster than constituanoy and local 
support oould possibly be developed but there is every reason to bg ieve that 
this great institution is doing a creditable work, and is being recognised by 
the people of Buenos Aires* 

In our five little chapels we have a grot?) of young man and young women. 
Once a month in each of these chapels a group gathers for a social evening. At 
first there are a few of them. Then perhaps a few strangers oorae the next tim* 

Then the next time there are still more until finally we have a large group. In 
our own sooial last month we had 65 young people. The first part of the program 
is Devotional. Someone reads the scripture, explains it, and then offers prayer* 
After this a regular program is held. We have eight or ten girls who sing. Last 
time they gave two songs and a young man accompanied then on the violin. Others 
give reoitations* readings, sing, play and etc. After this part of the program 
they always serve tea with cookies. Sinoe this is the custom it seldom is left out* 
At last all Join in playing games. They use the same games that you folks play at 
home for they are taken fran six of the books of games that I brought along* 

About twelve o'clock or one* all disband and go home* 

The interest for the Church is many tinns created in -these gatherings 
and than they return fbr the church servioes and finally become members of the 
ohurch. We have a classnow of those who wish to become members of the ohcuroh* 
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Are you all interested in the Y* W. C. A*? If you are you no doubt will 
be interested to know *f it and its work in this great oity. It is here and we 
think it is doing a great work. Its work is not directly the work of the church* 
but it seeks to do Christian Service. 

The Y. W. Co Ao one of the oldest wanen's organisations In Buenos Aires, 
and one of the largest, was founded by a group of British and American women who 
met at the home of Mrs. William Barrett, on December the 13th| 1920, and d^» 

oided at that meeting that such an organisation was needed in this city. For sane 
time the organisation was largely for English speaking women, but gradually the 
activities were increased, and girls of all nationalities were included until today 
there is a membership of 910 representing 28 nationalities. The woik is carried on 
by a board of directors, oemposed of twenty-one women. Committees are directly re¬ 
sponsible for the activities of each department; and a staff of Secretaries act as 
executives for the different departments. The present board id somposed of the fol¬ 
lowing woman;-President, Mrs. J. M.Drysdale; Secretary, Bum R. Chapman; Treasurer, 
Mrs. Blanche Hume. 

In the present building at Piedras, 384, there are rooms for 18 boarders 
but 26 can be accommodated when the rest rooms and class rooms are turned into 
bedrooms for the night. These of course must again be put in order ibr the reg- 
ular days' work. Only a limited number of rooms are held by permanent boarders, 
as it is most necessary in a port city-such as Buenos Alres-to have rooms for 
transients. Constantly waaen are ooming to the oity who do not knew a 

word of Spanish. These are oared for until they learn a speaking knowledge of the 
language or are sent to one of the hotels of the city, a list of which is to be 
found in the Mhuilding. The lunch room in whi<$ the cafeteria system is used is 
open to all women at the noon hour. Last year, 32,860 lunches were served, an avex* 
age of about 149 a day. Every Thursday there is a special in the sales for the 
women and girls who are in the building at noon. Sometimes it is a lecture illus¬ 
trated by a projeotosoope, sometimes just an informal talk or a half hour of music* 
Mrs* Lillian March is now in charge of the cafeteria. 

The Soeial Committee plans for a social night once a month for the Span¬ 
ish speaking members. The attendance during the past year was vexy good. On spec¬ 
ial oocassions such as "Fiesta del Cobre" 300 hive been present. The open patio 
is used at these times. A patio is the open space around which the house is con- 
struoted, usually with smaller houses. It is laid along tne side of the house 
and is about twenty feat wide. Arrangements are made for the celebration of 
Rational Holidays and other special occassions of the year. 

Often cablegrams come fran almost any part of the world asking one of 
the Secretaries to meet some girl who is coming alone to Buenos Aires. The Sec¬ 
retaries do this and help others secure their passports, passages, etc. 

In older to oare for the girls they are asked to meat in groups of from 
15 to 20 with a loader who will be directly responsible ibr them. However, be¬ 
fore any attanpt is made to organise them a g*V$ leader’s course is given. The 
first one of these was attended by 12 young waaen who were esp eoially interested 
in young girl a. In die course the general plan of Club organization was presented, 
asneoial studies of the Psychology of (Hrls of "teenage" and reports of Social 
Service work being done in the oity. Lectures were givte by the head of the boys 
department of the Y. M. 0. A. In faot, the program is very similar to that for 
girls in other countries, but adapted to the special needs and conditions of the 
Argfflitine girl. With this program of instruction the leaders wefce oho sen and 
took up their work of leading the groups with a full knowledge of i&at was ex¬ 
pected of them, and with great enthusiasm* 







% On the first Sund^ of each month a meeting Is conducted at four o'clock 
In Spanish, and on the seoond and third Sundays they are in English. The leakers 
are usually the pastors of the different ohirohes of the city, or visitors who are 
kind enough to take charge of a service. Every Sunday the building is open to any 
one who may wish to come in order to read, rest or sing. It is also used by those 
who wish a central place in the oity to meet their friends, at 5 o'olook tea is 
served in the building by the house secretary and her assistant. 

When the Department of Physical Education was opened two years ago most 
people thot it a spendid thing, but some wondered if the Argentine girl would 
really oare for GYM work. This last year there were more than 180 in the regular 
classes, which are conducted in Spanish. The regular olass to rk consists of free 
Viand and light apparatus gymnastics for normal muscular development; folk dances 
which include those of Russia, Sweden, 3tasy Norway, Danmark, and other European 
countries; and games such as Tolley Ball, Baket Ball, Tennis and etc. There is 
also a special class for oorreotlyg faulty postures, weak feet, round shoulders, 
and spinal curvatures. All of these classes meet twice a week. The shower baths 
are a great attraction in this department. 

With this short description I hope your interest will be increased in 
this large oity and the girls that live here. These girls are very much like the 
girls at home, and seem to enjoy the same things. We have a olass of girls in 
each one of our five little churohes. The last Sunday there were nine in our class 
They study the same Bible Sobool lesson as you do, only it is written in Spanish. 

I think only three of these girls are members of the ehuroh. Three of then begin 
a special course of study this week and perhaps will be baptized Easter Sunday. 
Besides these three girls there are three or fbur women who wish to become members 
of the Church. This year is the first time the church has had a pastor so you 
see it is a very small body, and we must grow slowly* 

"Oaso del Nino" a home for boys is looated at Pedemera 680. It has 
the name of being the only model institution of its kind in South America. It ie 
fathered by The Young Men*s Christian Association, gets its boys froa the Judge 

of the Juvenile Court and is directed by Siw Amatuzzo assisted by a board of dir¬ 

ectors. Sr. Amatusso began his work in 1919 as a volunteer. In 1921 he assisted 
full oharge of the work. He not only is director of the institution but he is 
the father of the boys. As father of than he maintains a high moral, physical, 
spiritual, and intellectual standard which all the boys soon learn to respect and 
which they soon help him maintain. 

In order to give you a very live interest I think it might >o well te 

td.1 you Just exaotly how they live. We know people by seeing than act. You can¬ 

not see than act day by day but I hope you will be able to visualize their activ¬ 
ities from this short description of the schedule. The first bell rings at 5:30 
whm every boy must respond, if they don’t get up, whai gym exercises are held frem 
6—6*30 and at which time roll is called, then they are discovered inb ed. I do 
not know what the penalty is. Item 6:30 to 7:15 they all take their bath and clean 
up in the nioe bath room that is provided with shower-baths, wash basins, soap, 
and towels. At 7:15 they are all called in to breakfast. The breakfast here is 
a very light meal. It consists of ooffee with milk, bread and butter. The people 
like it and thrive on it. We eat the same things now. 

At 8:00 o'olook half of the boys take their books and go to the National 
Sohool* The National School is a school supported by the Government. Here th«y 
study many of the subjects that you do. OhJ The other half of the boys were left 
at home. There is a garden near the house in which they grow tomatoes, oorn, etc. 
a-nr[ all kinds of vegetables. There is also a chicken yward in which every boy has 









individual care of a pen of chick «is. There are also ducks, pigeons and turkeys® 
These hoys woric with the poultry, garden and in a carpenter shop near by until 
11:30. At 11:30 the other boys come home from skksari school and then they all 
take a bath. At 12:00 dinner is served. Dinner here consists of soup, two meat 
couraes, with salad and potatoes, fruit and coffee. 

In the afternoon the boys who stayed at home in the morning 40 to school. 
The other boys take their turn working in the garden, poultry yard, and carpenter 
shop® Many of the boys are given woric directing the affairs of the house. In fact, 
they do most off the cleaning, and such other woric of the house. Tea is served to 
all the boys at 4:45. Most people take tea here. In lfcot, it is a National Insti¬ 
tution. It is veiy helpful I am sure fbr the evening he al is not served until 8 
or 9 o’clock so really it is a long time fran the noon meal until the evening real. 

Prom five to six Bible School classes are held twice a week, twice a week Social 

Games and twice a week athletics. Prom 6:15 t* 7:30 all the boys s pend their time 
studying their lessons for the nett day. The evening meal is served at 7:45. This 
moal for the boys is very light. It consists of milk, vegetables, custards, eto* 
They have a light meal heoause the boys are sent to bed at 8 :2D and it is not best 

to eat a heavy m@.1 of meats, pie, eto. and thai go to bed. At 8:30 a bell rings 

whloh says, now, every boy must be silent and go to sleep if possible. If he oaraot 

go to sleep he must he quiet so the other boys can sleep. 

Yousee they have a very nice home, and eaoh boy has a particular part 
of work that helps to keep the home going. The Director and his wife supervise 
the boys in the woric of the house and each one is given recognition for the good 
woric done. The gates are always open and the boys are permitted to go and come# 

Only one boy has run away fkom the home. Some of than have work outside the house. 

At present one boy is drawing a salary of $180.00 per month. One boy is in the 
Normal school, and two of the boys are preparing fb r work similar to that done in 
the home. The Director says he oould establish other homes like this if he had 
the men to direct them. At present there are 78 boys in the home. 

All kinds of athletic gsmes are played. In basket ball the boys won 
every game played last year. There is a basket ball and tennis oourt near the 
house. These courts are provided with light-aLeotric, which pennits the boys to 
play at night. The boys like sports very much. An encampment is held two months 

of the summer. 

These boys are doing some woric outside the home also. Clubs have been 
organized in-the community. There are 40 young men over 18 years of age in one 
and 65 over ten in another. Some women are helping with the woric and there is 
another club of girls In which there are 40 girls from 8 to 12 years of age. 

The beys meet twioe a week for educational work, manual training, athletics, and 
some Bible study. The girls study economics, kindergarten and health study. These 
boys and girls go on the encampment trip with the boys of the home. The girls do 
not go with the boys. One hundred and forty boys and twenty-two girls went last 
simmer. They are provided with a regular course tff study ia order that profit 
might be added to enjoyment. 

A oarpenter shop has just recently been canpleted by the boys assisted 
by ttie Director. Before it was finished some friends of the Institution donated 
$1,000.00 worth of tools fbr it. Now they have than all in place and are at work 

in their new house#

You see these hoys all under 16 years of age are growing up and yet doing 
a wonderful service for others as they grow up. Most of than are picked up on the 
street hy the polioe and are olassed as had hoys. Some of than are brought hy par¬ 
ents who say they cannot Manage them. Thqr sean to get into the spirit of the home 
at once and veiy little trouble is eoqoerienced hy the direotor and hia^wife with 
them. I suspect thqy might have been faifrly good hoys all the time. The trouble 
might have been this. The parents perhaps did not understand than or they did not 
understand their parents. The spirit of the home represents the leavening spirit 
of Jesus Christo That spirit always helps fblks to understand and work together. 
The? hoys love the home for this reason and want to live there. And I if I he 

lifted up will draw all man unto myself said Jaaua* 

I must tell you about some of the work of the Church here in the oity. 

You already know about the Vacation Bible Sohool. At any rate you have the Idea. 
This summer we planned to have one in our ohuroh. Mis Ruth Pish, Mrs. Johnson 
and two of the National workers were to direct it. I was to help hut on account 
of sickness did not do much. The other folks carried it thru just the same. At 
eight-thirty every morning the children gathered fbr the work. There was an average 
of thirty or thirty-five thruout the period of four weeks. The hoys of older years 
did not come in great rnmbers. I think there were five or six. Miss Aszati had a 
class of primary ohildrem, hoys and girls. The attendance in this class averaged 
from ten to fifteen. Miss Fish with Mrs. Johnson and Mr. Aszati had the older girls. 
W rwwr m There were ten to fifteen of these. So you see there was a very good at¬ 
tendance. We were very well pleased because this was one of the first to he held 
in South .America. The M. E* people held one in Jhglish this summer. 

The session was held fran eight-thirty to eL even o’clock evexy morning* 

At first there was a general neetingo At this time there were songs, prayer, 
scripture quotations, Bible reading or story tellingo Then the olasses were div^» 
ided. The Primaries spent their time until ten o’clock with hand-work, stories, 

Bible verses, etc. The hoys made animals, or rather cut then out of thin pieces 
of hoard* This was very helpful and interesting to them and also to others* The 
older girls had songs, Bible readings, stories, menory work, etc. Then all the 
children had a time for physical exercise. This they enjoyed veiy muoh.bThen a 
general assenhly was held after which they were dismissed. 

At the dose a program was held at \diioh time the articles made were 
displayed. We have a room that seats about 150 or 175. This was filled and 
there were many standing* 

Our first venture was veiy successful, or at least we think so, and 
we hope that we shall he able to carry on the work next stunner. It takes much 
time for such thiigs to establish thanselves. This was only the seoond one in 
Buenos Aires, and one of the first in South America. The M. E. people held one 
here in the city hut it was Ihglish. So you see we are at the veiy beginning of 
suoh work. We hope it will grow to he a great thing bye and bye.

My dear Mr. Page, 

Thank you. for your reply of March 13 to my letter 
of March 3. 'I agree with you that there should be drastic 
changes at Washington. Although with one exception I have 
always voted for a Republican candidate, I am coming to feel 
rather strongly that the only hope for any constructive action 
in the near future is in a .Democratic ^resident if he is of 
the right type. A man like John W. Davis could and would do 
much. 

My only fear is that to a great many people your 
plan would seem at the present time visionary and would, by 
them at least, be dismissed and ignored. We ran up against 
this kind of thing in the old League to Enforce Peace days. 
Possibly you were interested in that movement. I think it 
was pretty strongly felt by Taft and the others at that time 
and, in fact, since then, that every effort should be made 
to focus public opinion on a plan which most people would 
consider both practical and, with reasonably united action, 
immediately obtainable. 

I can well appreciate your surprise at anyone 
believing you were against the League, and yet, as I wrote 
you, this was certainly the impression carried away by 
several who heard you. 

Please understand that I am much opposed to the 
"soft pedal" attitude or delay. When President Harding was 
elected many people undoubtedly agreed with the famous opinion 
expressed by the thirty-one Republicans, and many more who 
knew that that statement was entirely a misrepresentation of 
fact, still felt that the administration would "work things 
out all right" and that nothing should be done to embarrass 
it. I was much opposed to this policy from the start. Un¬ 
fortunately many of our modern politicians in Washington have 
to be "embarrassed" to act at ail. 

Of course you may be entirely right and I wrong, 
but I do feel very strongly that all of those who believe in 
the League should concentrate their undivided attention to 
getting us into it at the earliest possible moment. It seems 
to me the League organization itself and the T/eague pro¬ 
ponents constitute the real forum for the discussion of your 
p lan.

My dear Friend: 

You will be interested to know that Miss Marion Savage, 
one of our earliest members, has left a sum of $250 to the Fellow¬ 
ship. You doubtless recall that Miss Savage was drowned while bath¬ 
ing in the Sea of Galilee on March 14, 1923. She was a teacher in 
the College of Smyrna and had recently been engaged in relief work 
in Athens. The Executive Committee would be very glad indeed to 
receive suggestions as to how this gift may be used to the best 
advantage. 


I am glad to report that a number of new local'groups 
have been launched during the last few months. Mr. Niebuhr has 
visited about a score of cities in some of which new Fellowship 
groups have been started. Mr. Cherrington has been instrumental 
in starting several groups in the Rocky Mountain Region and on the 
Pacific Coast. Mr. Taylor has also visited several Fellowship 
groups. Several of the groups have already held two day retreats 
and report enthusiastically concerning these gatherings. Some of 
the groups are meeting regularly once a month or more often. A few 
of them are not meeting with any regularity but do have occasional 
gatherings. It should be emphasized again that everything depeends 
upon local initiative. There is no intention of building up a cen¬ 
tral machine with a salaried staff to promote the interests of the 
Fellowship.. 


If there is not a local group meeting regularly in your 
community and you would like to have a share in launching such a 
group, one of the non-salaried secretaries or members of the Execu¬ 
tive Committee would be very glad to be of any possible aid. The 
addresses of the secr etaries are as follows!

Reports from all over the country indicate that we have 
passed through the worst period of hysteria and reaction. A new 
spirit of tolerance and open-mindedness is manifest everywhere. 

This is particularly true of the attitude toward international prob¬ 
lems. The sentiment against war is increasing very rapidly. Many out¬ 
standing ministers and other leaders of public opinion are publicly 
declaring that they will not again sanction or engage in war and are 
giving major attention to creating sentiment against the war system. 

In the realms of industry and race relations also there are many 
encouraging signs. These are days of great opportunity for members 
of the Fellowship. 

The Executive Committee has authorized the selection of a 
party of some 75 men and women to go to Europe this summer under 
the auspices of the Fellowship for the purpose of studying interna¬ 
tional and economic problems. This group will take the place of the 









American Seminar which has been conducted under the auspioea of 
Sherwood Eddy for the past three years. The group will sail 
from New York on the 8.8. California on June 28th and will spend 
three weeks in London and a week each in Berlin, Geneva and Paris, 
returning to the United States about the first of September, There 
is reason to believe that this group will have access to many of 
the outstanding leaders in Europe. 

May I take the liberty of calling your special atten¬ 
tion to three books which have been of very great help to several 
of us. First, " Toward the Understanding of Jesus M by Professor V. G. 
Simkhovitch, This is a historical study of the background of Jesus' 
life and sheds more light upon the significance of his teaching 
than any book I have ever read. The second book is " The Ethical 
Teaching of Jesus '* by Professor Ernest F. Scott, of Union Theologi¬ 
cal Seminary. This is an exceedingly refreshing and stimulating 
summary of the ethics of Jesus. The third book is " The Construc ¬ 
tive Revolution of Jesus " by Professor Samuel Dickey. This book is 
also a historical survey of the world in which Jesus lived and his 
attitude toward it. I have a very strong feeling that every member 
of the Fellowship ought to own these three books. They are the sort 
of books that may be studied again and again with great profit, 

The first one is available in pamphlet form and may be secured from 
the Fellowship for 25^. The second one is published by the Macmil¬ 
lan Company, New York, and sells for $1.50. The third is published 
by George H. Doran Company, New York, and sells for $1.60. Why not 
secure copies for a friend?

Fellow Delegate: 

Among the many important questions which we shall 
very soon be called upon to face at Springfield, none it 
seems to me, will be more far-reaching or vital than the 
Church's attitude on war. 

On some great moral questions we are united in our 
attitude. For instance, with reference to the traffic 
in intoxicating liquors, we say as with one voice, "It is 
a giant social evil that must be stopped." The progress 
we have made in our fight against this sin shows what the 
Christian conscience can accomplish when aroused and united. 

But we have not yet found ourselves on the question 
of war. We agree in saying that it is an evil, but we 
have not yet agreed as to what we should do about it. 

My sole purpose in sending out this appeal is to 
do what I can to assist in focusing attention on this 
problem and its solution. Shall we study the question 
as best we can between now and May first, and then come 
together with open minds, determined to launch a crusade 
against war, prosecuting it with the same determination 
that has been shown in our fight against the liquor traffic. 


May X ask you to do three things: 


First—Read the enclosed article by Rev. Walter 
W. Van Kirk. This is short but forceful. 

Second—Read Kirby Page's pamphlet on "War; Its 
Causes, Consequences and Cure." I think a copy has been 
mailed to you. If you are so busy that you are inolined 

to say that you haven't time, read at least the 

introduction, by Dr. Fosdick, and the last chapter 
entitled "What Can the Church Do About War?" Then I am 

sure you will want to read it clear through, 

Third—If you are not a subscriber to The Christian 
Century, mail the enclosed post card to the publishers and 
read the articles In this publication on outlawing war.

LET US BtJILD—NOT BALfc- 
FOR PEACE. 

It is natural that women should 
hate war. There is little glory in 
it that women are likely to glean— 
and the heart-cost of it falls mosti 
hea‘*£y upon them. But days are 
upon us now when woman is no 
longer a creature of weeping when 
the time for courage comes. The 
State can count, and that with i 
assurance, upon the contribution of, 
womanhood toward the stern busi¬ 
ness of war, when war can not be 
avoided with honor. These reflec¬ 
tions seem to question some of the 
statements made by speakers before 
the convention of the Council of 
Jewish Women at Fort Worth, at 
least in the form which these state¬ 
ments wear as reported in the dis¬ 
patches. 

For example, it is said that one or 
those on the program declared that 
” Patriotism does not count at all: 
this is for humanity.” She was re¬ 
ferring to our entry into the World 
Court, which she advocated. ,l Wc 
must educate the mass mind to the 
dangers of another* even more sci¬ 
entific, war, Newspapers should 
devote thdr columns to telling the 
whole truth about war," Another 
speaker asserted that “W ar is caused 
by st Igs b v Jndiyfduals and. -national i 
policies. When the ‘interests' de- 
sirewar, you hear much talk of 
patriotism, protecting the fireside. 
and defending the fatherland,” 

It is natural, perhaps, that per¬ 
sons of Jewish blood should find 
these sentiments particularly easy 
to believe, since Jews were found 
in every army of the World Wax— 
to reed, in many cases, to send lead 
or steel into the warm bodies of 
their own race and kin. That is 
in part the tragedy of war, to he 
sure, but it is also In part the trag¬ 
edy of the Jewish people, scattered 
throughout the nationalities of the 
earth with no Nation of their own 
save as the individual gives alle¬ 
giance to the land of his sojourning., 
And yet the Jews of America went 
into the World War as American 
citizens, under no compulsion that 
was not borne by all. What is 
more, they did their full part and 
did it well. They did not think that 
patriotism does not count. They 
measured up. 

Are we to think that they and all 
the rest of America's four million 
were engaged in some ghastly hal¬ 
lucination of duty and danger and 
democracy s dream of service to 
mankind? “We should teach our j 
sous that never again should they 
be willing to be led to slaughter* 
and our daughters should be taugh* 
to be unwilling to be left at home 
to mourn for loved ones.” So said 
one of the speakers at the Fort 
Worth convention. But if all talk 
of peace were such talk,, 'the hope 
or peace were but a slight one, It 
is the language of balking, rather 
than of building for peace. " 

^Except as we niakc peace a, 
process of justice we are preaching 
a negative, demanding a void, prat¬ 
ing of an impossibility .when,, wc I 
denounce war. To enter the World 
Court is not the denying of patriot¬ 
ism. On the contrary, it is the 
expression of a form of national 
honor which is capable of con¬ 
science as well as or resentment. 
Pride of country, like love of fam¬ 
ily, is essential to . the well-being 
and well-thinking of humanity. 
Without the nearer loyalties our ex¬ 
tended fealties lose sustenance and 
die. 


it is not the ph ysica l or .vital- 
loss of war that is its supreme evil, 
_it is the injustice of it. Refrain¬ 
ing from force will not protect us 
from force. Refusing to war will 
not gain justice for us. Rather must 
wc set Up the means of justice. 
And while we are about that we 
must retain common-sense precau¬ 
tions and reasonable protections. 
America is not now rampant for 
war. Wc need* therefore, less bimd 
denunciation of abstractions, and 
marc careful thought about the 
road toward international honesty

But how about a nation's right to self 
defense which civilization and the law recognizes in the case of 
an individual,even thuugfe it is true that dueling has been out¬ 
lawed? I feel sure that the doctrine of nonresistance even in the 
face of outrage is in conformity with the example of Christ but 
I am afraid that no considerable number of people are willing to 
subscribe to that. Do we not as a matter of fact have a duty to 
preserve in safety our homes and the institutions upon which our. 
happiness as a people rest? Suppose our nation,through the carrying 
out of some such plan as yours,would stand before the world defense¬ 
less and be as a consequence forced to submission to a stronger 
power,to whom our vast wealth would appeal as a legitimate reward, 
would you advocate,under such circumstances,a policy of calm sub¬ 
mission even though perhaps that would conform strictly to Christ s 

example? „ _, ., 

I would be grateful to you if you would write me 

frankly your views on this aspect of war. You bring out admirably 
in your book that fear is one of the great causes of war but can 
you think that the fear of annihilation,a real fear,danger at the 
door so to speak,will not a lways be justification for resistance?

'To expect Sidney Gamble to arrive in Peking day a’ter 
to-morrov/ with his bride. for the first year, he will 
probably spend most of his time in language study, during 
which time he plans to look over the field. At a recent 
Conference on Christian Higher Education in Hanking plans 
were formulated for a National Bureau of Social and Econ¬ 
omic Research in wuich they hope to secure Gamble's assis¬ 
tance. It has not yet been decided where they will locate, 
whether in Shanghai or Peking, but it seems to me that 
Peking is the logical place for such a 3ureau. 

We have completed our survey of tne Peking Rug l n dus- 
"k^y, and are now compiling .’acts for a similar one on the 
ricksha problem. 

This year in addition to our regular Sociology courses 
at the Hniversity we have offered graduate work for train¬ 
ing social workers combining theory with actual practice in 
social institutions in Peking.

Concerning the telegram of the Executive Committee of 
the Board of Managers of the Chicago Young Men*a Ohrlotion Associa¬ 
tion, 1 should like to raioo two questions of faot and two points 
of principle. 

As my remarks at Northwestern University and my answer a 
to tho questions of the students were seriously misquoted, 1 desire 
to make this statement of my position. 1 hare never engaged in any 
campaign to induoo young non to pledge themselves to take no part in 
say future war. 1 um not and never have beon a pacifist. On the 
question of principle, however, every groat moral issue la a contro¬ 
versial matter and individually 2 believe and must publicly advooate 
the abolition of war and the substitution of trial by Jury for trial 
by battle. 1 also believe in liberty of oonsoienoo and in liberty 
of speech; that the individual eonsalenoe cannot be ooeroed by the 
State,and that one must obey Cod rather than man. 

1. The ooanunloation from Chioago refers to "the ouapalgn 
now being waged In our colleges to induce young men to pledge them- 
selva? in advsnoe that they will take no part in any future war," and 
adds "It seems to us very unfortunate that anyone speaking in the 
name of the Young Hen's Christian Association should take a loading 
part in the oaapalgn to which wo have Just referred." ... As 1 have 
already said, 1 have never engaged in a campaign to induoo young non 
to pledge tuemaelves not to take part in any Altara war. 

£. Referring to my "pacifist utterances," Z repeat what 
1 wrote in my letter to Ur. Parker of March 13, 191:4: ".-hat I said 

in subetanee at Northwestern was that 1 am not and never have been 
a paoifist. 1 believe in all necessary use of foroe under Judicial 
sanction* I believe in an adequate police foroe, municipal, national 
and international. Bat X believe that wo must destroy war unless war 
is to destroy us, 1 agree with General availing that, we must find 
some substitute for war or see oar olvlllsution go down through darkness 
into barbarism. 1 agree with General Bliss of our Army that if there 
is another groat war the responsibility will rest upon the ehurohos 
for not haring prevented it." 

Upon questions of principle, 1. The telegram expresses 
"the hope that he may see his way to avoid in future the taking of 
positions on eont.ci^rsial matters." Let mo point out that the 
International Convention, on behalf of the Associations of North

Ameriea, has made Most specific statements on the *hole question of war, 
as well as one or two other controversial nubjeote, end that the statements 
1 have been making concerning war are entirely In accord with 
Besolution VIII, adopted by the Atlantlo City Convention, which In part 
Is a» follows: "iesolved that this Convention cull upon Young Hen's 
Christian Ah boo la tl one and their mentors to give earnest thought and 
study to the problems involved in removing the o&uses of war and in 
bringing lasting peaaa founded upon understanding and trusts And that 
we heartily endorse and seek to make effective the following declara¬ 
tions for a warless world enunciated by the federal Council of 
Churoho h of Christ In America: eto. However, let me point out that 
I have never endeavored to speak officially for the Asseolation on 
this subjeot but have given expression on it to «y personal views. 

Does the telegram from Chicago Imply that no individual or secretary 
jonneoted with the Young Hen's Christian Association oan In future 
speak in public upon controversial matters? dvery great moral 
Issue is a controversial matter* Slavery, war, industry, the 
raoe question, prohibition, law enforcement —- every burning lesuo 
of our time is a controversial moral question. I oamot consent 
to be silent upon *uoh moral issues, A generation ago I should 
have stood for the abolition of slavery. Today I stand individually 
for the abolition of war and the substitution of trial by jury for 
trial by battle, I believe in the application of Christian 
principles to all industrial, racial and international relations, 

£• As a second question of prlnolple, X believe in liberty 
of oonsoienoe and in liberty of epeeoh. In this connection I would 
repeat my statement in my letter to Mr. Parker of March 15th: 

”X told the northwestern students that I favored the motion of all who 
desire to prevent war working along their various lines; some will 
seek politically and internationally to outlaw war; some will advocate 
our joining the ..orId Uourt or League of ifatione or following the 
Hok peace plan; some, like the forces of labor, will seek to prevent 
war on eoonoaio ground , others on moral grounds; some will work as 
absolutist* and others as opportunists, when slavery was abolished 
the absolute Abolitionists like Ml111am Lloyd Garrison and the 
opportunists like Abraham Lincoln worked together until at last slavery 
was ended, So today 1 believe the different parties, pacifists or 
opportunist*, will each have tholr part in stopping war* I therefore 
approve of any individual conscientious objector who believes that 
Jeeue Christ would take no part in modern war with its atrocities and 
counter-atrocities and Its wholesale doe true felon of human life, refusing 
to engage in war. I told them that I was not myself a pacifist or 
conscientious objector but that 1 respeoted any man's oonsoienoe who 
felt led to take that stand; in other words that I believed in 
liberty of oonsoienoe in the matter and that the oonsoienoe of the 
individual who is a sinsure follower of Ohrist could not be ooeroed 
by the dtat"?, that he must obey God rather than menu” 

1 may be wrong in believing in liberty of oonsoienoe. If 
so the falser and Prussian militarism were right in maintaining that 
the Individual had no liberty as against the claims of the State; if so, 
our own Declaration of Xndependeaee and the foundations of A&erioan 
liberty are founded upon the same wrong. This I oamot believe, Nor 
can X think that the moot thoughtful and serious minded eltixena of 
the country will take this position with all that it implies.
